Ox the assumption that the imminent 
Presidential election will be won by the 
Democratic Party and Governor Steven- 
son becomes our next President, we 
might add to any information drawn 
from his political career and his public 
utterances a more intimate cosmic picture 
of the man, his hopes, desires, ambitions, 
his human potential and his destiny. 

Like any other man in any other situa- 
tion, he will do what is required of him; 
but the Office of President of the United 
States under the Party now in Washing- 
ton must of necessity place the individual 
under a set of limitations as concerns his 
freedom to express executive decisions 
resulting from personal judgment at vari- 
ance with Party commitments. 

From either Party, Democrat or Re- 
publican, in the next four years, there 
is little chance nor reason for a change

to the dictates of Party lines and Power 
Politics, and attempting to discharge a 
responsibility for decisions which crys- 
tallize the best interests of the Nation, 
as the “man in the street” believes these 
to be? How will his guidance, experience 
and total personality unfold his character 
potential against the backgfound of the 
greatest opportunity politically that the 
Nation has opened to him? 

In the matter of accepting a high po- 
litical Office that assuredly has more 
evidence of “Rubber Stamp” activity than 
it has ever had in the history of the 
Nation, it is possible to gather some in- 
teresting angles from the foregoing Pat- 
tern. 

Here we have a man who basically is 
a dissenter from old forms, who might 
even stretch a few points to avoid being 
like other people, subscribing to general 
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in major policies of the past twenty 
years. There is no discharge from this 
war of political and economic ideologies 
or from the acceptance of the belief that 
American interests and futures are iden- 
tical with the progress and defense of 
the nations banded together in Nato. 
How will Governor Stevenson fit into 
the rhythm of the office of Chief Execu- 
tive or acquit himself as the independent 
thinker he is, while still being obedient

opinions, supporting traditional practices 
or applying himself to the monotonous, 
repetitious activities of any Office. 

On the contrary there is a desire toward 
change, progress and experimentation and 


‘in the attempt to promote these things 


for himself and for those who can be 
held under his leadership, there is a zeal, 
and brilliance of thought, ingenuity, ideal- 
ism and a belief in that which another 
would call impossible, 
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He desires to be an example of self 
expression; to use his personality as a 
dominant channel for his ideas, without 
permitting it to make him outwardly ap- 
pear in the roll of a dictator, an aggres- 
sive or dominant person. Personal pride, 
self esteem, a wish for self improvement, 
awareness of what other people are think- 
ing and saying about him as an indi- 
vidual, combine with ambition, acquisi- 
tiveness and an almost unquenchable 
drive to accomplish results in any direc- 
tion where he finds sufficient sélf inter- 
est, in pursuing an unusual objective. 

His type of conscience makes him sub- 
consciously unaware and even disinter- 
ested in assuming the kind of responsi- 
bility which tradition demands, that a 
man, especially a leader, accept for ful- 
filling any pattern set by tradition or 
prescribed by convention. He is much 
more alert to th€ obligation of promoting 
some idea, or pursuing a course of action 
which fulfils and justifies some outstand- 


ing social theory, even if this concentra- _ 


tion means hardship and discomfort to 
himself. 

Astrological students will have noted 
that Governor Stevenson is born in the 
month of February and is thus another 
Aquarian, the sign ruled by the revolu- 
tionary planet Uranus so evident in our 
National destiny now as at two earlier 
times of crisis. No. 5, basic measurement 
of this Numerical chart, is the number 
associated with the planet Uranus. It is 
not without significance that during the 
last transit of Uranus through Cancer 
at the time of the Civil War, an Aquari- 
an—Abraham Lincoln—was in the White 
House. F.D.R., another Aquarian, had 
the Uranian No. 5 as the key number of 
his life destiny, and as we are following 
this No. 5 trend through present day 
leadership, we should recall that Harry 
S. Truman, although not born in Febru- 
ary as was F.D.R. and Adlai Stevenson, 
kept the Party political theme of it alive 
as an interim force with his 5 basic and 
5 total personality Numbers. 

This theme of the 5, dominating the 
progress of civilization, especially in 
America during this 5 Decade (1949- 
1959), is revolutionary and dynamic, 
with more than a touch of genius, which 
enables its Natives to pursue the accom- 
plishment of a sometimes devastating 
reform with a touch of indifference to 
traditional rights and wrongs, the senti- 


mentalities and human emotional reactions 
which centuries of social experience have 
built. As individuals, Aquarians with im- 
portant numerical measurements of 5 
can, in their hearts, their personalities or 
their life Patterns, be ruthless in the 
cause of a reform. They thrive on change, 
are at their peak in emergencies, and some- 
times are wont to create such, for they 
love to indulge in expediences and adapt 
existing conditions to new uses, and per- 
sons to tasks to which they find difficulty 
in becoming accustomed ; to employ youth 
where the maturity of age and experi- 
ence is essential to efficiency and con- 
demn age to work that frustrates its 
“know how.” 

Writing of the present No. 5 Decade 
in American Astrology, October 1951 
issue, I explained as follows: “Through- 
out the world, current leadership is likely 
to be of the type most suited to hurry 
the transition from the old to the new 
during their tenures of office. Civilization 
is at a point of transition rather than 
being ready to establish any new or bet- 
ter world and it must be further divested 
of its former national, religious, social 
and traditional standards, especially those 
that began to be so positive and insistent 
with the materialistic century of the 
seventeen hundreds and which have since 
only grudgingly given way to the de- 
mands and necessities of an age of 
abundance promised by the advance of 
pure and applied science, not alone to 
man’s physical economy but to his mental 
and spiritual self also.” 

Our series of Aquarian leaders which 
ushered in, guided and are guiding the 
National and International relations of 
America to the whole world, viz, F.D.R., 
Truman and now (as I see it), Steven- 
son, could never, according to their view- 
points and ambitions, help seriously to 
establish world peace, a better social phil- 
osophy, a greater experience of compre- 
hensive freedom which could be social, 
spiritual, mental as well as economic, ex- 
cept by their contributions as wreckers 
of older, traditional, limited forms. It is 
not time on the cosmic clock for such 
builders to appear, although “hope springs 
eternal” in the heart of Peoples every- 
where who long for the rewards which 
their leaders have neglected to teach them 
how to earn, and to which they are in- 
stead deceived into believing should be 
theirs by right of being in human forms. 
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Governor Stevenson with the No. 5 as 
basic Ideality, is very close emotionally 
to the feeling of these times of transition. 
He is intuitively conscious that a brief 
one term of Office will give him very 
little time to make his contribution toward 
the destruction of an old Age and the 
Dawn of a new. He is also going to be 
increasingly disturbed as he realizes how 
his recommendations towards other New 
Deals and the handling of emergencies 
can be hog-tied by dominant groups with- 
in the Party, who, while committed to 
further the socialistic program of the 
past few years of tax and give, give and 
tax some more, will, as political aspir- 
ants jealous of their own personal future, 
quite easily organize to harass and defeat 
any Executive who unlike Harry S. 
Truman is not just mildly stubborn or 
bull headed, but watches his opportunity 
to launch a dynamic ambition which 
gathers momentum and public support. 

Throughout his life and political career 
Governor Stevenson has learned the hard 
way, by many earlier rebellions against 
existing authorities, to anticipate the 
obstructing personalities of organized 
politics. * 

Because of his rise to success, it can 
be assumed that he has anticipated these 
things, the persons and regulations ar- 
rayed against most reforms, and also 
worked out-a system of dealing with 
them patiently, even with a show of co- 
operation, and a tactful disarming man- 
ner of speech and conduct. 

There is, in the everyday Expression 
of the foregoing chart (11-9—2), a cul- 
tivated manner of a tactful, patient, con- 
ciliatory person who is willing to listen, 
agree, promote good feeling and harmony 
and even add an idealistic, inspirational 
quality to the present group engaging 
attention. This diplomatic note makes 
him an agreeable and well liked man in 
usual social expression and it is con- 
tinued by him in all the usual contacts 
of an executive’s day. This results in 
everyone being very pleased with a 
graciousness, friendliness, lighted by a 
sense of humor that is never offensive. 
Governor Stevenson leaves with the one 
who meets him in public office socially 
a note of harmony, but it becomes dif- 
ficult to identify any ‘decisive statement 
that he made or any “sides” that he took 
in the conversation. 

This talent, which fits him so well for 


political office, where people contacted 
are so ready to seize upon and repeat any 
strong talk or opinion, is not too instinc- 
tive. It has been consciously acquired 
largely as the result of the disciplines and 
obligations that had to be handled in the 
training period of his life, 1928 to 1946. 

In dealing with more important ques- 
tions, debates and decisions of Office, 
this outer phase of a temporizing friend- 
liness is likely to be dropped, and the 
opinionated, critical, analytical, dissenting 
individuality of the inner 11-3 (5) is re- 
leased with surprising force and direct- 
ness. The concentrated ambition to gain 
victory and freedom of expression, not 
so much for himself as for the principle 
he has embraced, reveals something of the 
brilliance and the imaginative genius in 
attack and defense, characteristic of a 
zealot. ‘ 

Not having the ambition for authority, 
personal power and public acclaim of the 
Aquarian F.D.R. who set the pace of 
future Party aims and procedures, Gov- 
ernor Stevenson was destined for posi- 
tions of power and authority which would 
unfold a better knowledge of how hu- 
manity and man’s organized activities in 
financial, industrial, political life, were 
created, developed, managed, and used. 
Consciously or unconsciously, this has 
had the effect upon his Entity, as at birth, 
of teaching him the value of toning down 
his reformer instinct, to more objectively 
relate his iconoclasm with the material 
opportunities, the financial and organ- 
ized forces of society. 

He always knew what he wanted to 
stand for in the way of social change, but 
from the age of 28 years, he began to 
change rebelliousness and spontaniety into 
an objective study of the materialistic 
organizations in various fields, and to the 
“know how” of making them serve his 
purposes. (P of L 8) 

He will continue the changes in Na- 
tional government, and America’s rela- 
tionship with the rest of the world, which 
F.D.R. and his administration prepared 
the road for. F.D.R. with a great am- 
bition for personal glorification and 
world recognition, an instinctive feeling 
for the organization and how its power 
could be extended, with the destiny of an 
opportunist (5 P of L), utilized a Na- 
tional emergency and turned it into an 
International one. Governor Stevenson

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One of the most carefully guarded 
secrets of the war was not so much the 
date but the actual place of the invasion 
of Europe on “D-day.” It was obvious 
that the Germans would find out at least 
something about it—it was quite impos- 
sible to mass a million men and more, 
with all their fantastic equipment, in some 
nook or cranny of the British Isles, or 
anywhere else, without reports about it 
reaching the enemy. Even the most ordi- 
nary reconnaissance flights would reveal 
something about it, to say nothing of 
other ways, not excluding astrological 
calculations. But the place was a different 
kettle of fish. You may be able to locate 
an attack “somewhere in the Pacific be- 
tween this and that degree of longitude 
and latitude,” but it will still be a very 
wide area. You could not, to my knowl- 
edge at least, locate an attack so accurate- 
ly that you could say it was going to be 
directed against Bayeux-Caen-Cherbourg 
rather than against Boulogne-Calais. Thus 
there were two factors that could and 
had to be kept secret: the actual day, 
perhaps the week of D-day and the sector 
where the main attack would take place. 

In order to keep D-day, as such, secret, 
a brilliant British Intelligence officer con- 
ceived a most amusing idea. He dug up 
an actor whose face and figure had great 
resemblance to that of Fieldmarshal 
Montgomery. The man was trained and 
coached until he was fieldmarshal-perfect. 
One fine day he and “his staff” boarded 
a special plane and flew to Gibraltar, 
where “Fieldmarshal Montgomery” was 
received with all honors due to such an 
illustrious guest. The Germans kept a 
close watch on Gibraltar, of course, and 
soon a report went to Berling that Mont- 
gomery had arrived there and a second 
one that he had left by plane for North- 
africa, where he would inspect troops. 
The Germans were much relieved. This 
meant, of course, that there would be no 
invasion this week. You can’t very well 
have an invasion with the leader of the

British forces on an inspection tour. But 
“Montgomery” had only just landed in 
North Africa when the invasion broke 
loose, with the real Montgomery very 
much there. It came off beautifully. 

I was once asked by one of my su- 
periors: “If you were Hitler’s man, 
where would you expect the main at- 
tack?” I answered: “Astrologically, there 
is no way, as far as I know, to locate it 
with accuracy. But psychologically I 
would expect the main landing to take 
place not in Belgium, not in Holland, and 
not in Denmark, but in France. And my 
reasons are these: first, France is the 
king-pin in the re-conquest of Europe; 
second, France must have been first and 
foremost on the mind of military as well 
as political leadership ever since June 
1940; third, we have a maximum of 
officers who know France well—they 
know Belgium less well and Holland and 
Denmark not at all well, relatively speak- 
ing. Fourth, there is a very strong under- 
ground movement wn France. Once we 
have landed on the continent, they will 
be difficult to restrain. They’ll want to 
act at once. We can’t afford to let them 
come into the open too early and get 
butchered. Therefore we must do every- 
thing in our power to get deeply into 
France as quickly as possible. I expect 
we shall land in. France, but at which 
part of the French coast I wouldn’t 
know.” “TI see. Thank you,” he said, his 
face without expression. That was all. 

The strongest of my reasons was, I 
believe, that France was first and fore- 
most on the minds of our leaders. I know 
that Churchill—who loved France like a 
daughter—had not seen it that way origi- 
nally. His idea had been to roll up the 
Germans via the “soft underbelly” of the 
German front—Italy* and the Balkans. 
His underlying reason was probably not 
so much to save France from another and 
still more terrible fight on her soil, so 
often devastated by war—for sooner or 
later it would have to come to fighting 


/ 
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in France, too—but rather the idea of 
occupying the Balkans, Austria and Hun- 
gary before the Russians would get in 
there. He knew his Europe better than 
other statesmen in the world. He knew 
that once the Russians were in, they 
would be very difficult to dislodge and 
that meant that half of Europe would go 
Communist after the war—which he 
wished to spare them, the more so, as 
Communism is an expansive idea, even 
more so than Fascism. But the American 
plan prevailed and Churchill, after much 
fighting, had to give in. 

However, once the massive attack from 
the West had been decided—mainly on 
the grounds of what American military 
men call “logistics” —Churchill, too, would 
be for a landing in France rather than 
anywhere else in the West. And under- 
neath all logical, calculating, reasonable 
arguments for that, an emotional tinge 
could be found with many British leaders. 
France was like a beautiful woman in 
the hands of a bully. Even the grim 
British Premier was not quite free of 
that emotional tinge—he had been dead- 
ly serious when he offered France, in 
June 1940, complete national union with 
Britain: joint citizenship. That, in that 
moment, when France was down and al- 
most out for the count and Britain could 
have obtained a relatively easy peace, was 
one of the finest gestures of the war. 
But it was completely misunderstood. “He 
wants to make a dominion out of France,” 
cried old Marshal Petain scornfully. 

Petain's Horoscope 


And here is once more where astrology 
comes in. For without it and incidentally 
without a knowledge of France, French 
mentality and French history—the be- 
havior of the French leaders at that time 
would be entirely incomprehensible. Why 
should a grand old war-leader of World 
War I so readily sign an armistice with 
his former enemies? To explain this 
simply on account of his old age would 
not only be primitive, it would be down- 
right wrong. I have Petain’s exact horo- 
scope. He was born on April 24, 1856 at 
10:30 p.m. in Cauchy-le Tour. And here 
is the explanation for the mystery. Petain 
has 13 Sagittarius rising, with the Moon 
in 27:15 in that sigm in the first house. 
His midheaven is 11:52 Libra and Mars 
is in 5:25 Libra in the ninth house. The 
Moon in the first is in opposition to Sa- 


turn in 26:20 Gemini in the seventh and 
both Moon and Saturn are in square to 
Jupiter in 27:05 Pisces in the third. In 
the third also is Neptune in 19:30 Pisces 
and Venus in 11:45 Aries—in direct op- 
position to the midheaven and, of course, 
conjunct the cusp of the fourth. I have 
remarked before that many great patriots 
have the Sun in the fourth—Petain is no 
exgeption. The Sun is in 4:50 Taurus 
conjunct Pluto in 4 Taurus and Mercury 
in 2:45 Taurus. Uranus in 19:57 Taurus 
is in ithe fifth. The terrible discord be- 
tween ‘love and ambition is beautifully 
expressed in the opposition between 
Venus near the fourth and Mars near 
the tenth—but still in the ninth. It was 
an ideological discord. Venus in the Mars- 
sign, Mars in the Venus-sign, both in 
detriment and in opposition from the IC 
to the ninth and tenth—his belief in his 
country (fourth) is in “discord” with 
his spiritual beliefs, and the very exact 
opposition of the Moon in the first to 
Saturn in the seventh shows deep stts- 
Picion and distrust leading to stark pessi- 
mism. Both are in square to Jupiter in the 
third in Pisces; loss of faith in the possi- 
bility of upholding authority. All that was 
orthodox (Jupiter) in the man felt em- 
bittered and frustrated (Saturn-Moon). 
It is the chart of a defeatist. 

He had had an attack of that defeat- 
ism before, in World War I—but then 
he overcame it and rose to that heroic 
defense of Verdun for which he became 
rightly famous. But since then he had 
seen his beloved country slink more and 
more, become more and more corrupt. 
Scandal after scandal riddled France, 
and she, the victrix of the war, lost her 
power, whilst defeated Germany rose to 
terrible strength and even Italy seemed 
to flourish under a strong hand. Gov- 
ernments followed each other so quickly 
that one almost lost count, and all of 
them were corrupt, none of them up- 
held the ideals dear to the old soldier. 
It became clear to the aging man that 
the only thing that would save his coun- 
try was defeat and occupation by the 
enemy. That alone would make her 
come to her senses, would purge her 
of all the dross. that had accumulated. 
He looked on for a while, whilst Mar- 
shal Weygand tried to re-establish a 
firm front against the enemy. Soon he 
saw that it was in vain. And from then 
on he had only one idea: to save France 
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from further bloodshed, which to him 
seemed futile and senseless and to come 
to terms with an enemy from whose 
horrible rejuvenation he thought France 
would learn the secret of how to rise 
again. 
A Lost Cause 

Weygand, incidentally, took over su- 
preme command from General Gamelin 
under Jupiter square Sun. His cause 
was lost from the start, both astro- 
logically and militarily. It is typical that 
Petain’s rulership was heralded in by 
Jupiter conjunction Sun and... Saturn 
conjunction Sun — the expansion of 
power that would end in disaster. He 
became the leader of France for four 
years—and then he became a prisoner 
for the rest of his old, old life. 

President Albert Lebrun was elected 
under Jupiter opposition Sun in 1939. 
I remember well how he drove in state 
to Buckingham Palace to meet the King 
and Queen. Another lost cause had 
started with his election. He, too, had 
Libra in the midheaven. When Pétain 
took over he resigned. Nor did the 
former Premier Edouard Daladier ever 
serve under Pétain. No wonder, not 
only ideologically, but also astrological- 
ly: for his Sun in 27:30 Gemini was 
in exact opposition to Pétain’s Moon in 
the first, conjunct his Saturn and square 
his Jupiter. With Pétain, however, the 
subtle, treacherous, dark Laval came to 
power (born June 28, 1883 at 9:30 a.m. 
in Chatelden—under Jupiter sextile Sun 
and Saturn sextile Jupiter). He lost 
his game when Saturn reached the con- 
junction with his Sun in August 1944. 
The sin of Pétain and his followers 
was: to rely on the devil’s help for a 
good and spiritual aim. In other words, 
they replied on the end as a justification 
of the means, the old, false theory, quite 
erroneously ascribed to the Jesuits. Be- 
sidés, they underestimated the forces of 
resistance in Britain. A French general 
exclaimed that Britam was going to 
have her neck wrung like a chicken and 
Churchill jibed back in his famous 
speech: “Some chicken! Some neck!” 

One man saw _ clearly: 


Charles de Gaulle, then not even fift 
years old—born on November 22, 1890. 
English friends helped him to escape 
and shortly after landing in Britain he 
rallied all Frenchmen he could get hold 
of with the historic sentence, “France

has lost a battle. She has not lost the 
war.” The superb confidence of the 
man, at that dark hour! True, he did 
not always get on very well with either 
Churchill or President Roosevelt. He 
was stiff-necked, proud, uncompromis- 
ing. But one must not forget that he 
was the symbol of fighting France and 
that he knew that and was convinced of 
it with such faith that he identified him- 
self with France as such. True, he did 
not’ always have the right type of men 
in his environment: but he could not 
afford to be too choosy at that time. 
And to patriotic Frenchmen in German- 
occupied territory he was France! 

The things he had to go through dur- 
ing the war: what he must have felt 
when we had to bomb the French fleet 
at Oran—when they would not let him 
land at Dakar—when he was sidestep- 
ped for the sake of inefficient General 
Giraud and doubtful Admiral Darlan 
after the Allied occupation of North 
Africa. But his day came. I saw him 
once—in London. He is not likely to 
remember a simple British Captain who 
gave him a stiff salute in front of the 
Hotel Connaught and whose size of six 
foot was dwarfed by his own six foot 
four. But I had been on the track of 
his chart throughout the entire war, 
from July 4th onward. On D-day he 
had Uranus sextile Moon (after having 
had Uranus opposition Sun and Saturn 
opposition Sun during the crucial days 
of North Africa). Under Uranus trine 
Mars he saw his underground rise in 
France and when Jupiter reached the 
conjunction with the Sun-position of 
the war-chart, Paris was liberated, and 
the symbol of French resistance strode 
into the Cathedral of Notre Dame, to 
give thanks, with sovereign contempt 
for the shots of German snipers follow- 
ing him to the very door of the Cathe- 
dral. Soon his progressed Sun will be 
in sextile to its radical position. There 
is a certain amount of fear of strong 
men in our time—fear and suspicion. 
We did not prevent the great gangsters 
from coming to power and when they 
did, we waited until it was almost too 
late to dislodge them. So we learn our 
lesson and try to keep a good man from 
coming to power, just because he hap- 
pens to be strong. One cannot help won- 
dering what lessons we shall have to 
learn from that one day ....

ANSWER: As stated elsewhere in 
this issue, this election is providing an 
opportunity to test a new technique for 
prediction. It must be admitted that by 
traditional astrology there is much that 
favors Eisenhower, but __ traditional 
methods have not done so well in the 
past. They have an annoying way of 
letting one down on crucial issues. The 
pattern of planetary configurations is so 
frequently contradictory and further 
complicated by so many “X” factors, 
frequently either overlogked, or incor- 
rectly evaluated, that the Human Ele- 
ment of individual judgment is usually 
over-emphasized with unsatisfactory re- 
sults. This new method eliminates the 
fallibility of the Human Element to a 
large extent by accepting the stellar 
pattern (Fixed Stars) as a criterion 
for the evaluation on the Planetary Pat- 
tern. This is the first time a prediction has 
ever been attempted in just this way. “We 
shall see — what we shall see.” Per- 
sonally, I favored a Republican victory 
but I had no choice.

I read in your magazine a letter 
by a lady who seems to have been 
told that Neptune in her chart was 
adversely aspected.

It 
certainly has been written enough 
times in all the astrology books. Per- 
haps animals may be completely un- 
der the domination of the stars, but 


for man, according to the law of 


polarity, everything has its opposite. 
For hot, cold; for white, black; for 
bad, good. If there is a Fate there 
is also a Will and a power of 
Thought. Thus intellect annuls Fate, 
for as far as a man thinks he is 
free. Those who'rave too much about 
Destiny or Fate or their horoscopic 
squares, are living on a low plane, a 
dangerous one and invite the evils 
they fear. 

I only mentioned this case as an il- 
lustration of the thousands who 
think this way and blame their as- 
pects for their troubles. To these, 
astrology does more harm than good. 
It is like some people with medical 
books—they imagine and experience 
all the diseases they read about. For 
the strong, Fate endows them with 
the courage to face danger and great 
odds knowing it is not their fate to 
perish in the adventure. But for the 
weak and thoughtless, Fate gives a 
mean cringe to the nature and en- 
genders a monotonous whine. If one 
is to believe in it for their harm they 
might as well believe in it for thew 
good. But negative natures thrive on 
negative thoughts. 

From the Law of Consequence 
none can escape but too much talk 
of destiny is only an excuse for in- 
ertia and will create more Comnse- 
quence, winding up by making peo- 
ple more fearful and weak. Also 
there’s too much writing on the part 
of the astrologer explaining in great 
detail the squares and oppositions, 
etc. As a study in astrological de- 
lineation for students it has its place. 
But to read the delineations cluttered 
as they are by technical explanations 
is terribly confusing and i loss 
of continuity in the mind of the 
reader. | wonder sometimes if as- 


‘trologers are not becoming more log- 


ical than astrological* knowing that a 
thing can be perfectly logical and still 
be untrue. And I’ve noticed that 
when it comes to predicting future 
events, very few really want to stick 
their necks out and make a positive 
statement or prediction. Most of 
them are eager enough to indulge 
in vague speculations, explanations, 
possibilities, garbled and involved 
predictions, double talk and confused 
nonsense. These things leave the 
reader wondering and bewildered as 
to what it was all about and no better 
‘informed than when he started. 

Take this matter of the presiden- 
tial election. There are only two pos- 
sibilities. One of them will be presi- 
dent. Astrologers have all the data. 
It is only a one out of two chance. 
What astrologer is endowed with the 
insight and the courage to determine 
which of these men will be president 
and dare say without equtvocation, 
“This man will win”! in simple and 
understandable words without a lot 
of ifs, ands and buts or a lot of 
double talk designed to offer a con- 
venient explanation should his pre- 
diction fail? 

If I were to predict astrologically 
on the election, | would say that Ike 
will win. But in consideration of the 
tremendous machine of the Demo- 
crats and the traditions and habits of 
twenty years duration—this presents 
a case where the stars impel but 
they cannot compel to break the 
enormous organization, tradition, 
habits and customs of twenty years of 
Democratic rule. It is a case of or- 
ganization tyrannizing over charac- 
ter.

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SOVIET AIR FORCE

For some time now the world 
press has continued many specula- 
tions on the strength of the Soviet 
air force and it has even been said 
that it is on the point of surpassing 
the US air Force in strength. A cer- 
tain amount of weight has been given 
to this contention by the show the 
Soviet jet fighters have made in 
Korea above all but also in other 
places, e.g., over the Baltic where 
they recently downed two defence- 
less Swedish planes. 

The strength of an arm depends 
largely on the strength of the hand 
that wields it. The number of the 
Soviet military planes may indeed 
be as large as it is purported to ‘be, 
as regards construction, however, 
they have not overtaken the Western 
engineers yet. Their heavy bombers 
are still as good as copies of an 
American model and only thanks to 
the shortsighted business instincts of 
the British can Soviet MIG-155 at 
present kill British and other allied 
soldiers in Korea for they fly with 
British-made motors. 

The Russians who dominate in 
Soviet aviation are a gifted people 
but hitherto their gifts have found 
expression mainly in the fine arts 
and literature. The piteous efforts of 
Soviet propaganda to represent every 
major invention of the human race 
as of Russian origin change nothing 
in this matter: hitherto the Russians 
have invented almost nothing of any 
real importance in the field of the 
exact sciences. 

So much for construction. How- 
ever, the lack of technical novelties 
alone is not the only weakness of 
the Soviet air force. Piloted by able 
flyers it might still be a formidable 
arm. But here, like in many other 
fields, the Soviet system is the worst 
enemy of the Kremlin. A prominent 
personality being in itself a suspi- 
cious phenomenon under the Soviet 
system, the Soviet air force has been 
consistently crippled by purges and 
persecutions of its most capable con- 
Structors and organizers.

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The creator of the Soviet air force 
was Y, 1. Alksnis who remained its 
chief commander until 1937. An old 
revolutionary and hero of the Civil 
War, he put enormous enthusiasm 
into his job. His fate is notorious 
as he was among the most prominent 
victims of Stalin’s great purge of 
the armed forces but what is less 
generally known is that with him 
were purged all the lesser leaders 
who had helped to build up the arm. 
Alksnis’s job was entrusted to Pavel 
Rychagov, a most unintelligent fan- 
atic who distinguished himself in the 
Spanish Civil War but was a com- 
plete failure as an organizer and 
promoted his own friends similar to 
himself in character. 

Shortly before the German attack 
in 1941 he was replaced by Smush- 
kevich, a good and gifted airman 
who had not the time, however, to 
show his organizational talents be- 
fore Hitler's Luftwaffe made mince- 
meat of the Soviet air force. Smush- 
kevich and his staff had to suffer for 
what was actually the result of 
Stalin’s purges and were removed as 
criminals. The almost superhuman 
task of reorganizing the air force 
under fire fell to Marshall A. A. 
Novikov who acquitted himself of 
it most honourably and won great 
respect and devotion among his sub- 
ordinates. As soon as the war was 
over, however, and politics, repre- 
sented by Marshall Bulganin, took 
the upper hand in the armed forces, 
Novikov was charged with every 
imaginable crime, removed and sen- 
tenced to 15 years of forced labour. 
His fate was shared by Col.-Gen. 
Shimanoy, Marshall Khudiakov, 
Col.-Gen. Repin and many others. 
In 1946 Marshall K. Vershinin be- 
came commander-in-chief of the air 
force with Lt.-Gen. Klokov as his 
deputy. In 1950 both were removed 
and have disappeared. The present 
chief of the air force is Zhigarev, a 
man who spent the war deep in the 
rear, whose foremost qualification 
for his post is subservience to the 
Party. 

The prominent airmen of less ex- 
alted rank have not fared any better. 
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For instance, the first chief of the 
Zhukovski Aviation Academy, Gen- 
eral Khorkov and his deputies, In- 
drikson and Volodarski, were ar- 
rested and sentenced to forced labour 
early in the thirties. Khorkov’s suc- 
cessor, General Alexander I. Todor- 
ski, was purged in connection with 
the Tukhachevski “conspiracy” while 
the next chief, Smolenski, went the 
same way soon because of his al- 
leged friendship with Todorski. The 
purge swept like a storm not only 
over the Zhukovski Academy but 
over all air force training centres. 

Professor Andrei N. Tupolev, on 
whom honours are showered today, 
was charged with high treason in 
the early thirties and spent several 
years in a forced labour camp. Pro- 
fessor Boris E. Stechkin, a special- 
ist in jet propulsion, had also to 
stand public trial in the thirties and 
sit for years in a labour camp. The 
same thing happened to Academician 
Leonid S. Leibenson, ‘a renowned 
specialist in hydraulics and aerody- 
namics, Alexander J. Putilov, the 
constructor of the well-known plane 
“Stal-2,” the Ukranian constructor 
Kalinin who created the planes “K- 
5” and “K-7” and many others. 

Only brave men of resourceful 
character and with the ability of 
taking quick decisions make good 
airmen, The service itself promotes 
these qualities and enhances individ- 
ualistic traits and nothing is more 
hateful to the Soviets than these. It 
is not a secret in the Soviet Union 
that the men we mentioned above 
went to their doom because they had 
dared to think and act independently. 
Stalin and the Politbureau tolerate 
only nonentities around them and 
therefore it is inevitable that they 
will always weaken the arm that is 
to protect them, that there will al- 
ways be purges in the air force. 
However many planes the Soviets 
build, they will see to it themselves 
that these can never equal the fight- 
ing power of a free air force.

TIDELANDS 


In our October issue, page 20, we 
published a copy of a telegram’ to 
Governor Stevenson anent the “Tide- 
lands” dispute and questioning the ac- 
curacy of his reported support of the 
position taken by President Truman in 
that issue. 

After going to press we received 
from Governor Stevenson’s campaign 
headquarters a copy of a Press Release 
further clarifying his thoughts on the 
matter. 

Springfield, Ill., Aug. 23— 

Governor Stevenson today issued 
the following statement: 

Shortly after the Democratic Con- 
vention, Governor Allan Shivers of 
Texas suggested that he would like 
to see me in Springfield. I invited 
him to come, and I have had a most 
informative conference with him to- 
day. 

Governor Shivers’ purpose in com- 
ing was to discuss with me the con- 
troversy over the submerged lands 
—that is to say, the lands between 
the low water mark and the historic 
boundaries of the states. I have sum- 
marized my position on the matter 
to Governor Shivers somewhat as 
follows: 

I reminded Governor Shivers of 
what I have said in Texas on two 
occasions within the past few months 
and prior to my nomination. I stated 
publicly, both in Houston and in 
Dallas, that the base from which I 
must necessarily start is the Supreme 
Court decisions holding that the 
paramount interest in oil discovered 
beneath these submerged lands is 
vested in all the people of the United 
States. 1 accept and abide by this 
ruling in common with all Supreme 
Court decisions. 

The present question, therefore, is 
one of wise national policy in the 
disposition of national assets; and 
it does not seem wise to me to set 
in motion a practice of blanket ces- 
sion of these or any other national 
asset ta the individual states. I agree, 
therefore, with the President's veto. 

At the moment there is a legisla- 
tive stalemate, however, which is 
harmful to both the states and the 
nation. It should be broken by enact- 
ment of legislation providing equit- 
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able arrangement for the administra- 
tion of these lands and the disposi- 
tion of their proceeds. Several pro- 
posals to this end have been before 
the Congress. There may be others 
not yet proposed or even thought of. 
I think we should continue to work 
in the direction of this kind of a 
solution which is mindful of the re- 
Spective interests of the states and 
Federal government. 
* * * 
Springfield, Ill., Aug. 24— 

Governor Stevenson today issued 
the following statement: 

Governor Shivers naturally found 
my views disappointing. He so ex- 
pressed himself, both to me and to 
the people of Texas upon his return, 
but with what I consider to be both 
fairness and restraint. He fully 
recognized that I should reach my 
conclusions honestly and in the exer- 
cise of my best judgment regardless 
of the possible effect on electoral 
votes. Whatever our differences of 
opinion, | am sure I am in agree- 
ment on this in principle with all my 
friends in Texas, among whom I 
continue to include Governor 
Shivers. 


Governor Stevenson has commanded 
our increasing respect by his persistent 
refusal to compromise his principles and 
his consistent rejection of a policy of ex- 
pediency. We are therefore inclined to 
examine his public statements with spe- 
cial care. He has given abundant evidegce 
that he is not given to careless judgments. 
Even his casual (sometimes apparently 
flippant) remarks reveal a precision of 
thought that is most gratifying when 
found in an aspirant to National Leader- 
ship. Furthermore,. he has a reassuring 
way of being ethically sound even when 
his position may be technically debatable. 

The keynote of the above statement re. 
the Tidelands is fairly obvious. It is 
found in the phrase “blanket cession.” 
One can scarcely quarrel with that 
thought og principle, but what does the 
Constitution have to say specifically ? 

In previous issues we have already 
called attention to the Constitutional Pro-

Respecting Gov't Property 

The Congress shall have power to 
dispose of and make all rules and 
regulations respecting the territory 
or other property belonging to the 

United States; and nothing in this 

constitution shall be construed as to 

prejudice any claims of the United 

States or any particular state. 

This disposes of the “Tidelands” issue 
so far as it involves the question of Public 
Ownership and the Disposal'of Govern- 
ment Property. The decision rests with 
Congress and that is that. But this does 
not prevent the states from expressing 
their disapproval of what Congress has 
done and the President as Representative 
of the Federal Government retains the 
right to veto an act which he may consider 
unduly favorable to the states. Should 
Congress persist in the exercise of its 
constitutional authority and override the 
President’s veto, the minority in Con- 
gress can as a final resort appeal to the 
Judicial Department under Article /I/, 
Section 2. 

Jurisdiction of Federal Courts in 


eneral 

SECTION 2. The judicial power 
shall extend to all cases in law and 
equity arising under this Constitu- 
tion, the law of the United States, 
and treaties made, or which shall be 
made, under their authority; to all 
cases affecting ambassadors, other 
public ministers and consuls; to all 
cases of admiralty and maritime 
jurisdiction; to controversies to 
which the United States shall be 
a party; to controversies between 
two or more States; between a 
State and citizens of another 
State; between citizens of differ- 
ent States; between citizens of the 
same State claiming lands under 
grants of different States, (See 
also Amendment X1). 


It may be readily seen that so far as 
the control and disposal of ‘‘Government 
Property” is concerned, Articles I/I and 
IV are in direct contradiction. Article IV 
grants full authority to Congress whereas 
Article III grants jurisdiction to the Fed- 
eral Courts with no provision for final 
settlement in event that Congress and the 
judiciary do not agree. 

This was the situation on September 
17, 1787, when 39 members of the Con- 
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tinental Congress signed the final draft of 
the Constitution. This did not imply its 
full acceptance by the Confederacy. The 
new Constitution met with some heated 
opposition and it was nearly 3 years be- 
fore the last of the thirteen states gave its 
assent. In the meantime the Constitution 
provided that it should go into effect after 
ratification by nine states. This quota was 
completed by New Hampshire June 21, 
1788. Immediately thereafter the Con- 
gress of*the Confederation took the neces- 
sary steps to launch the New Government. 
On the evening of March 3, 1789, the 
Big Guns of the New York Battery fired 
a parting salute to the old Confederacy 
and on April 30th George Washington 
was inaugurated first President of the 
United States at Federal Hall on the cor- 
ner of Broad and Wall Sereets, New 
York City. 

Simultaneously with the launching of 
the New Government in March 1789 
Congress amended the original Draft of 
the Constitution by adopting what is 
known as the “Bill of Rights” compris- 
ing the First Ten Amendments. These 
were later ratified by the various states 
in accordance with the constitutional pro- 
visions for amendments and became an 
integral part of the Constitution Decem- 
ber 15, 179f. 

Seven years later the new government 
got around to correcting the glaring dis- 
crepancy between provisions of Articles 
III and IV noted previously. Divided au- 
thority created a potential deadlock be- 
tween Congress and the Judiciary in dis- 
putes between the Federal Government 
and the States—what Governor Steven- 
son refers to as the “Legislative stale- 
mate.” It would seem this was foreseen 
and provided for in the Eleventh Amend- 
ment which was ratified and made part of 
the Constitution on January 8, 1798. 

Amendment XI deals with “Limita- 
tion of the Power of the Federal Courts,” 
as follows: 

The judicial power of the United 
States shall not be construed to ex- 
tend to any suit in law or equity, 
commenced Or prosecuted against one 
of the United States by citizens of 
another State. (See Article III, Sec- 
tion 2.) 


It may be pointed out that lest there 
be any misunderstanding as to the pur- 
pose and intent of this Amendment the

reader is specifically referred to Article 
III and vice versa. 

Thus it may be repeated (see October 
1952 issue, page 20) : The Federal Courts 
(Supreme or otherwise) have no juris- 
diction in a question of “States Rights.” 

The best exposition of the Equities in- 
volved in this Tidelands issue that we 
have seen appeared recently in the New 
York Herald Tribune. 

Submerged Lands Dispute 

Since what peopl@ypersist in mis- 
naming “tidelands oil” seems to be a 
minor political issue, it may be worth 
restating in simple terms just what is 
involved. 

The controversy so far concerns 
resources in land under water. It 
could extend to the resources in the 
water itself. 

Four locations of such land should 
be distinguished : 

1. Land under navigable lakes 
and rivers and under inlets, bays, 
harbors and other partially inclosed 
water areas. 

2. Land between the limits of high 
and low tides on sea coasts. This 
alone is tideland. 

3. Land beyond low-tide limits for 
three miles (three leagues in the case 
of Texas). Only such land is imme- 
diately the subject of controversy. 

4. Land beyond the _ three-mile 
limit to the end of the continental 
shelf, that is, the geologic limit of 
the land mass adjoining the ocean or 
gulf. The Federal government re- 
cently asserted jurisdiction over this 
land. While some states claimed they 
were thereby entitled to such owner- 
ship, this claim need not be con- 
sidered seriously. 

The Federal government has 
power to regulate interstate and for- 
eign commerce and to make rules of 
navigation. It also has exclusive 
jurisdiction in defense and foreign 
affairs. It can acquire property with 
compensation by eminent domain. 
These Federal powers can be exer- 
cised where appropriate whether 
over water or land. : 

The Supreme Court has upheld 
categorically state ownership in the 
tidelands and in land under rivers, 
lakes and harbors. While no case 
until those recently involving Cali-' 
fornia, Louisiana and Texas spe- 
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cifically concerned the land in the 
coastal area, the Supreme Court, 
other courts, and many administra- 
tive agencies for more than a cen- 
tury recognized by clear dicta and 
many sorts of governmental action 
that the states had the same interests 
in the land under coastal waters as 
under rivers, lakes, harbors and tidal 
waters. 

The Supreme Court in the Cali- 
fornia and Louisiana cases, without 
saying precisely that the Federal 
government owned the submerged 
lands, held that the paramount 
powers of the national government 
were inconsistent with state owner- 
ship. In the Texas case, although 
Texas had been an independent re- 
public and had claimed as the court 
admitted, a coastal strip of three 
leagues and Texas had ceded no 
lands to the United States upon an- 
nexation, the court, four to three, 
refused to except Texas from the 
rules laid down in the other two 
cases. 

A vigorous dissent denied that the 
paramount powers of the Federal 
government had any necessary con- 
nection with the ownership of sub- 
merged lands. The members of the 
present court who decided these 
cases are a small minority of lead- 
ing judges and lawyers who have 
had a contrary opinion. It is obvious 
that this revolutionary doctrine of 
paramount powers could be extended 
to resources in waters and under in- 
land waters, tidelands, and for that 
matter in the interior of the country. 
At most the Supreme Court was on- 
ly stating a rule of Federal power. 
For Congress as a matter of policy 
to allow the states to continue to 
administer and enjoy the resources 
under the coastal strip is solely a 
question of legislative discretion and 
implies no disrespect for, nor even 
dissent from, the court decision. 

wice Congress has taken such 
action. 

One final word. This controversy 
is simply between the states and the 
Federal government. Whatever the 
outcome, private interests will de- 
velop the oil areas on a royalty basis. 
There is no significant difference be- 
tween state and Federal oil policies, 





not even in the selection of lessees. 
Any attempt in this connection to 
picture the Federal Government in 
the role of protector of the people 
against the oil companies is fakery.

Who really discovered Neptune?

At the begin- 
ning of 1951 he was invited to join the Coun- 
cileof the Faculty of Astrological Studies 
which is doing so much for the cause of 
astrology in Britain, and at the same time 
he became one of the Faculty’s regular 
teachers. In November 1951 he was elected 
a vice-president of the Astrological Lodge 
of London.

PART I. 


The main facts of the story surround- 
ing the discovery of the planet Neptune 
are well known; the extent to which those 
events of the 1840’s bear the character- 
istic marks of this planet’s involved 
action are perhaps less well known and 
may be worth recounting. 

The drama, so far as one of the main 
actors is concerned, begins at the little 
Cornish farmstead of Lidcot, near Laun- 
ceston, in the West of England, where, 
on June 5, 1819, John Couch Adams was 
born. His parents were simple farming 
folk and he was the ‘eldest of seven 
children. There appears to be no record 
whatsoever of Adams’ time of birth and 
the horoscope is a speculative one, cast 
for 1:20 am. We shall have more to 
say about this later. 

From early boyhood John Couch 
Adams showed an exceptional aptitude 
for mathematics and when, at the age 
of eight, he went to the little village 
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JOHN COUCH ADAMS 
June 5, 1819, 1:20 A.M.

school of Laneast and was introduced by 
his school master to the mysteries of 
Algebra, his abilities in this direction 
developed rapidly. 

Even so the emphasis in the schooling 
of the day was almost entirely on Latin 
and Greek, and it is one of the most 
astounding features of Adams’ grasp of 
numbers that he was, to all intents and 
purposes, self-taught. At the age of 
eleven he was’sent to a better school at 
Devonport, and it was in this little town, 
in the library of the Mechanics’ Institute, 
that he discovered and gradually mas- 
tered the volumes on higher mathematics 
that the library contained; fluxions, the 
differential calculus, conic sections, the 
theory of equations, the theory of num- 
bers, mechanics, and above all the mathe- 
matics of astronomy, to which he felt 
strongly attracted—all were grist to the 
mill for Adams, 

It was only due to a small inheritance 
which his mother received just, as it were, 
at the right moment, that it became pos- 
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sible to send him, in October, 1893, to St. 
John’s College, Cambridge. 

There is no need to recount in detail 
the brilliant successes of his Cambridge 
career; suffice it to say that wher, in 
1843, he became Senior Wrangler—that 
is, first in the University Mathematics 
examinations—he scored twice as many 
marks as his nearest rival—a truly amaz- 
ing feat. 

It was during his second year at St. 
John’s, however, that he wrote one day 
the now famous memorandum still pre- 
served in the College library: 

“1841, July 3rd. Formed a design, 
in the beginning of this week, of in- 
vestigating as soon as possible after 
taking my degree, the irregularities 
in the fnotion of the planet Uranus, 
which are yet unaccounted for, in 
order to find whether they may be 
attributed to the action of an un- 
discovered planet beyond it, and if 
possible, thence to determine the 
elements of the orbit, etc., approxi- 
mately, which would probably lead 
to its discovery.” 

It was not until eighteen months later, 
when he had graduated and been elected 
to a Fellowship of St. John’s College, that 
he was able to give his mind to the prob- 
lem of Uranus. Even then he only per- 
mitted himself to work at the task during 
his holidays. His brother William draws 
a picture of those holidays in Cornwall 
when Adams was engaged on the great 
task : 

“.,. Night after night I have sat up 
with him in our little parlour at Lidcot 
when all the rest had gone to bed, look- 
ing over his shoulder, seeing that he 
copied and added and subtracted his 
figures correctly to save his doing it 
twice over. On these occasions our dear 
mother, who would be exhausted by her 
heavy day’s work, before going to bed 
would prepare milk and bread & us to 
take before retiring. This I would warm 
when we required it and we ate it to- 
gether. Often I have been tired and said 
‘It’s time to go to bed, John.’ His reply 
would be, ‘In a minute,’ and he would go 
on almost unconscious of anything but 
his calculations.” 


Preliminary Deductions and 
Misunderstandings 


By the end of 1843 he had reached a 
preliminary solution and had assured 





himself that his hypothesis was a sound 
one. It is characteristic of Adams, who 
always showed in the highest degree the 
Neptunian craving for perfection, that he 
set to work forthwith to recalculate the 
whole problem—this time with the help 
of more detailed observations of Uranus 
provided by the Astronomer Royal 
through Professor Challis of the Cam- 
bridge Observatory. 

By 1845 the work was completed and 
the longitude, mass and elements of the 
orbit of the new planet had been cal- 
culated. Adams’ error of longitude in 
this first full solution was only some 2° 
from Neptune’s true place—that margin 
was further reduced later. 

It is at this juncture, when the goal 
seems almost won, that the strongly Nep- 
tunian story of lost chances, misunder- 
standings, delay, muddle and neglect, 
begins. 

Adams secured a letter of introduction 
to the Astronomer Royal, Airy by name, 
through Professor Challis, and called at 
the Royal Observatory on his way home 
through London. He was unlucky—Ay 
was away on the Continent. He called 
again on his way back to Cambridge; 
Airy was out. Adams left a note, and a 
summary of the results of his work, 
and called back some hours later. This 
time he was told that the Astronomer 
Royal was at dinner and that there was 
no message for him. Adams was a sensi- 


‘tive person and there can be no doubt 


that this apparent slight was a bitter 
disappointment to him. Airy declared 
later that he had not been told of Adams’ 
visit. 

However, Adams’ note and the sum- 
mary of his calculations were in Airy’s 
hands, and some two weeks later he re- 
ceived a letter from Airy. Airy expressed 
his interest but raised doubts about cer- 
tain aspects of the work and asked a 
number of questions. Adams never an- 
swered this letter; for one thing, the 
doubts which troubled Airy were, to 
Adams’ eyes, quite unfounded—he sim- 
ply could not credit that Airy was raising 
serious objections and concluded that 
this was his way of dismissing the mat- 
ter. Alas, we must confess that the 
tendency of Pisces rising to procrastinate 
may have been to some extent Adam’s 
own undoing. He was later to regret his 
neglect over this matter. 

For the time being a deadlock had 
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been reached, Airy was not disposed to 
re-open the correspondence: Adams ap- 
plied himself to a second revision of his 
working. 


Le Verrier's Work 


The scene of action now changes to 
France where, a month after Adams had 
left the results of his completed calcula- 
tions with Airy, a brilliant young French 
astronomer, Le Verrier by name, pre- 
sented a paper on Uranus to the French 
Academy. He offered no explanation of 
the reason for the erratic motion of 
Uranus but merely contented himself 
with showing that it could not be due to 
the gravitational influence of either 
Saturn or Jupiter. In June of the follow- 
ing year, 1846, Le Verrier presented a 
second paper in which he said that the 
discrepancies between the observed orbit 
of Uranus and its theoretical orbit could 
be accounted for by the pull of an ex- 
terior planet whose longitude he had cal- 
culated. Le Verrier’s result was only 1° 
from the solution reached by Adams— 
though of course neither of them yet 
knew anything of the other’s work. 


When news of this paper reached Airy 
and he saw how close Le Verrier’s solu- 
tion was to the one he had had from 
Adams eight months earlier he wrote to 
the Frenchman putting the same question 
that he had asked Adams and this time 
received a detailed reply showing that the 
objections he raised were not real ob- 
stacles to the accuracy of the calculations. 
Le Verrier also expressed hopes that 
Airy had sufficient confidence in the work 
to institute a search for the new planet 
forthwith. It is somewhat characteristic 
of Airy’s behavior throughout this story 
that he did not answer Le Verrier’s letter 
but instead wrote to Challis, at Cam- 
bridge, asking him if he would institute 
a search for the supposed new planet. 

After some ‘discussion Challis agreed 
and observations began at Cambridge at 
the end of July. Now although the pre- 
dictions as to the planet’s place were so 
accurate—to within a degree or so of its 
correct place—and although Adams had 
told Challis some time before that the 
planet would not be less bright than a 
star of the ninth magnitude—yet the 
search was planned to cover an area of 
30 degrees longitude and 10 latitude and 
including all stars down to the 11th mag- 
nitude! This of course was bound to take 





a long time and meant that an opportunity 
was being lost. 

Now a star chart, covering the part of 
the heavens to be searched, had been pre- 
saci at Berlin, but its distribution had 

een held up on grounds of economy 
until other charts were ready. If this 
chart had been available at Cambridge 
for comparison the new planet might 
have been found almost at once. Lost 
chance number two. Observations went 
ahead slowly and laboriously; twice in 
the first four days Challis and his assis- 
tant observed the new planet and re- 
corded its position—and again later. If 
only they had compared the tabulations, 
the planet’s motion would have been de- 
tected and its true nature revealed; but 
Challis was convinced that it would be 
a long search and put off making com- 
parisons. Lost chance number three, 

In the meantime Adams had prepared 
a paper on his researches to present at 
the Annual meeting of the British Asso- 
ciation early in September. The session at 
which he was to have spoken closed a 
day earlier than was expected! Lost 
chance number four. 

A typical incident was later told by 
one, the Rev. W. T. Kingsley, of how 
one evening he sat by Challis at dinner 
in College. He knew of the search and 
Challis told him that one of the bodies 
he had observed had appeared to have a 
disc. (A planet, of course, shows a pale 
disc in the telescope in contrast to a true 
star which does not have a sharp outline.) 
Kingsley suggested that it might be worth 
while to have a look at this apparent disc 
with a higher power. So after dinner 
they set forth for the observatory, the 
evening being bright and clear. But on 
their arrival Mrs. Challis insisted on 
giving them tea before they went up to 
the Northumberland Dome. The delay 
was fatal—clouds had gathered and ob- 
servations were impossible. That disc was 
Neptune. Lost chance number — ! 

But the time of the new planet’s dis- 
covery was close at hand. In August Le 
Verrier presented a third paper to the 
Academy with minor corrections to his 
theory; he said the new planet might be 
expected to show a disc of about 3” 
diameter, On September 2nd, Adams sent 
his final complete solution to Airy mak- 
ing special reference to the doubts which 
Airy had raised_in his letter the year 
before. Airy was again away on the Con- 
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tinent! On September 10th at that meet- 
ing of the British Association which 
Adams missed, Sir John Herschel, the 
retiring president, who knew of the re- 
searches going on at Cambridge and of 
Le Verrier’s work too, spoke of the 
possible discovery of a new planet. “We 
see it as Columbus saw America from 
the shores of Spain. Its movements have 
been felt trembling along the far-reaching 
line of our analysis with a certainty 
hardly inferior to that of ocular demon- 
stration.” 
Neptune's Announcement to World 


On September 18th Le Verrier wrote 
to Dr. Galle of Berlin Observatory ask- 
ing if he would search for the hypothetical 
new planet, details of which he sent; 
and on September 23rd (the very day 
on which he received the letter), Galle 
looked and found an object of the 8th 
magnitude, with a disc of 3”, the position 
given him by Le Verrier and not recorded 
on the recently prepared star-map re- 
ferred to earlier! On the following even- 
ing the discovery was confirmed and on 
September 25, 1846 the arrival of Nep- 
tune was announced to the world. 

The acclaim with which the new dis- 
covery was everywhere received reached 
fever-pitch, especially in France where 
Le Verrier’s genius was praised in the 
most superlative terms and his achieve- 
ment pronounced (with every justifica- 
tion) to be “one of the most magnificent 
triumphs of astronomical theory, one of 
the glories of the French Academy, and 
one of the noblest titles of- his country 
to the gratitude and admiration of pos- 
terity.” 

The first public intimation of Adams’ 
labors was given by Sir John Herschel 
on October 3rd in a letter to an English 
paper. He referred to his speech at the 
British Association and said that, to his 
knowledge, a young Cambridge mathe- 
matician, Mr. Adams, had been engaged 
independently on the same problem as 
Le Verrier for a long time past and had 
reached very similar results. At the same 
time the Director of the Paris Observa- 
tory, M. Arago, who had given much 
support and encouragement to Le Verrier 
received a letter from Challis informing 
him that a search for the new planet had 
been in continuous progress at Cam- 
bridge since July, in accordance with 
Adams’ predictions. 

The effect of these pronouncements in 


Paris was devastating; Le Verrier’s un- 
disputed claims were suddenly threatened 
by an interloper. Le Verrier in particular 
was dismayed beyond words, and we can 
well appreciate his feelings. He had re- 
ceived a letter from Airy some time be- 
fore in which Airy had given no in- 
timation that he was in possession of 
calculations similar to his own—not only 
that but when Airy sent his congratula- 
tions to Le Verrier he wrote that al- 
though some researches in connection 
with the possible new planet had been 
done in England to which he might have 
to make public references, yet... . “I 
beg that you will not consider it as at 
all interfering with my acknowledgment 
of your claims. You are to be recognized 
beyond doubt as the real predictor of 
the planet’s place.” 

How Airy, who had for twelve months 
past been in possession of calculations 
almost exactly parallel to those of Le 
Verrier’s (and as he admitted much later 
no less perfect in their execution )—how 
Airy could make this statement passes 
all comprehension, but at least it will be 
clear that his words would not tend to 
diminish the misunderstanding which had 
arisen or soften the bitterness of the 
subsequent controversy. 

We need not go into the course of the 
dispute which followed. For a long time 
it was Le Verrier alone who received all 
the credit for the discovery, and honors 
were showered upon him from all over 
the world. But Adams was not without 
those to speak for him, and Airy in 
particular came in for much hostile criti- 
cism for his strange behavior throughout 
the whole business, not all of which can 
be told here. Little by little, however, the 
true facts became known and seen in 
proper proportion to one another, and 
the claims of Adams and Le Verrier be- 
came justly appraised and their two 
names set side by side and equally ex- 
alted in this chapter of the history of 
science. 

Throughout the controversy, Adams 
alone stood aside and took no part. At a 
meeting of the Royal Society devoted to 
unraveling this strange and Neptunian 
story, Adams modestly set forth the 
simple facts of his own researches and 
without any word of blame or resent- 
ment resigned all the honor for the 
discovery to Le Verrier. In 1840, a

Astrology to Music 


“Music is an Art imbued with power to penetrate into the very 
depths of the soul, imbuing man with the love of virtue,"—PLATO 


W urn you turn to music it will 
stand between you ;and the unbeauteous 
things of life. The sordidness of ma- 
terial life that often burdens the heart 
is lessened by the gentle touch of music. 
It raises the vibratory rate of the body, 
calms the mind and soothes the spirit. 
Its ethereal source of cosmic radiation 
is the highest of the arts. 

The true source of music as a healing 
power is only superficially understood 
at present, but it is gratifying to know 
that experiments are being conducted in 
various hospitals for the application of 
healing power in music, and it is to be 
hoped that the time is near when it will 
receive universal acclaim. 

Scientists have found that music has 
a definite effect on the blood flow in the 
brain independently of the rest of the 
body; that it increases metabolism; that 
it can produce marked effects on vol- 
ume, pulse and blood pressure. It in- 
creases or decreases muscular energy, 
and thus can induce or delay fatigue. 
However, the art of healing is not new 
for Paracelsus used music to heal. 

A musical composition is the concrete 
result of radiations from the different 
planets in our solar system. The great 
variance in such compositions is brought 
about according to the indivdual com- 
poser’s ability to contact and absorb the 
radiations from the different planets. 
This is apparent in the individual's chart. 
No two composers receive the exact same 
radiation, as no two natal charts are alike. 
It is in accordance with his own in- 
dividual characteristics that each one re- 
sponds to the planetary influence in ex- 
pressing genius. 

From Neptune we receive the inspira- 
tion to compose music. From the Moon 
we receive imagination and emotional 
expression. From Uranus we receive the 
ideas to create new musical patterns and 
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original styles of music. From Saturn we 
receive the construction of the composi- 
tion—the framework. From Mars we re- 
ceive the impulse to put the inspiration 
into activity, also the ability to compose 
martial and passionate mtsic. From 
Jupiter we receive the impulse to write 
the jovial, lively type of music, and cere- 
monial music. From Venus we receive 
the impulse to write sweet music. From 
Mercury we receive the mental ability to 
put all this down in mathematical form 
on paper—a written composition, Mer- 
cury being the Messenger of the Gods 
to the other planets does not have an 
independent emotional impulse,’ but gives 
us, when well aspected, the reasoning 
and mentality to function on a high plane 
with the other planetary impulses. 

The three elements of music are Mel- 
ody, Harmony and Rhythm. They are the 
three aspects, or expressions, of the tri- 
une (The Blessed Trinity) — The 
Father (Melody), The Son (Petal 
and Holy Spirit (Rhythm). This triune 
also signifies the three primary colors of 
the spectrum—Blue, Yellow and Red— 
and the three-fold attributes of Spirit, 
Mind and Body respectively. 

From the Sun the composer receives 
the expression of melody. It is the in- 
dividual’s expression of his ability to 
contact the cosmic source of sound, of 
which melody is the highest. There is no 
mortal invention in melody; it is purely 
inspirational—a spiritual gift. 

The radiation of harmony is from 
Venus and Uranus. Venus gives the 
radiation of musical consonance which is 
a combination of harmonious tones 
known as harmony. Uranus gives the 
ability to form this into a study with 
rules that are the invention of the human 
mind. It is a mental attribute. 

The third element of the triad, rhythm, 
is the regular flow of accented and un- 
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accented notes or beats. It is a bodily 
attribute. From the Moon we receive the 
impulse to this regulated movement. 
Mars gives the impulse for the outgoing 
expression in action and motion. 

Each of the twelve signs of the Zodiac 
has an individual keynote. They are as 
follows: 

ARIES—D flat 
TAURUS—E flat 
GEMINI—F sharp 
CANCER —G sharp 
LEO—A sharp 

VIRGO—B sharp (C natural) 
LIBRA—D natural 

SCOR PIO—E natural 
SAGITTARIUS—F natural 
CAPRICORN—G natural 
AQUARIUS—A natural 
PISCES—B natural 

‘Each of these twelve signs rules a cer- 
tain part of the human body and its 
vibratory rate, or musical tone, is em- 
ployed in the construction of that par- 
ticular part of the anatomy. 

Also, as the Sun progresses through 
the twelve zodiacal signs each year, the 
tone, or keynote, of each sign will be 
dominant while the Sun is in that sign, 
giving us the full force of spiritual, or 
cosmic radiation, of the twelve signs 
throughout the year. 

These twelve musical tones are blended 
by the twelve Creative Hierarchies of our 
Solar System into countless patterns that 
will produce the vibratory rate necessary 
to create each and every living thing. 
They are simple or highly intricate, as 
the need might be. 

The highest attainment in music is 
reached by a perfect balance of melody, 
harmony and rhythm. This the very great 
composers of the eighteenth and_nine- 
teenth centuries came near to achieving, 
as we are aware when we listen to the 
compositions of Bach, Gluck, Mozart, 
Hayden, Handel, Mendelssohn, Schubert, 
Brahms, Liszt, Wagner and others of 
that period. 

Example in Musical Genius 

Mozart’s music is an outstanding ex- 
ample of a very high sense of melody. 
Through a well balanced mind he has 
been able to coordinate rhythm and har- 
mony to an exceedingly high degree, unit- 
ing them to this high melodic expression. 
I do not infer that the other great com- 
posers did not possess a high sense of 
melody, for they most certainly did. 
Gluck, Hayden, Schubert, Mendelssohn 





and Mozart were known as the five great 
melodists. However, it is most dominant 
in the music of Mozart, woven continu- 
ously through each and every one of his 
compositions. 

The modern type of composition is 
basically a rhythm inspired piece of 
music. Some modern pieces are har- 
monized well, but it is prevalent today 
that modernists lack the high sense of 
melody that, by its use, completed the 
triad and brought the older famous com- 
posers much nearer to a perfect musical 
balance. 

The natal chart of Mozart (born Jan. 
27, 1756) is a very fine example of a 
high sense, of musical balance. The in- 
spiration to compose, received from Nep- 
tune in Leo, was balanced by a double 
conjunction of Sun to Mercury and 
Saturn in Aquarius. In Mozart’s chart 
this acted as balance instead of opposi- 
tion, as it does often in the development 
of highly advanced egos. A conjunction 
to Sun also indicates genius (two in this 
chart). His music was very rich in mel- 
ody, indicated by the conjunction of Sun 
and Mercury. The keen sense of har- 
mony he expressed, which was so high 
it has often been called perfect (at our 
present stage of development), radiated 
from the trine of Mars to Venus, and 
Moon quintile Venus, with Venus placed 
in the Tibra decanate of Aquarius. The 
influence of Jupiter in Mozart’s chart, 
which is placed in the musical sign of 
Libra, sextile Moon, is shown in the 
jovial, lively music he has written, with 
a rhythm which is so often scintillating. 
Jupiter is bi-quintile Uranus, giving the 
genius to create the Uranian quality of 
fine harmonization, 

The triad of melody, harmony and 
rhythm was so well balanced in Mozart's 
musical expression that it radiated a 
smoothness in sound that very often has 
been mistakenly called “simplicity.” How- 
ever, it is simple only insofar as all great 
works of genius are akin to simplicity 
in their finished state that hides under- 
neath the surface much perfection of skill 
and labor to achieve. That he could do 
this is shown by the double conjunction 
of Sun to Mercury and Saturn, a close 
link of the Ego’s expression with depth 
of mind, systematic procedure and proper 
construction. 

Our original planetary system consist- 
ing of seven planets, has been augmented 
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to nine by the inclusion of Neptune and 
Pluto. There are two more to be included 
at a later period of evolution, one of 
which already is known as Vulcan. How- 
ever, these two need not concern us .at 
present in a personal sense, for we have 
not, individually, learned to vibrate fully 
to Neptune in its different phases, and 
the rays of Pluto are, at present, felt 
only indirectly by individuals regardless 
of inclusion in individual charts. Uni- 
versally the radiation of Pluto is felt at 
the present time, but it is the writer’s 
opinion that it should not be interpreted 
as applying to an individual’s aspects in 
a personal sense at the present stage of 
evolution. The musical scale of seven 
whole tones of the octave is a replica of 
the original solar system. The chromatic 
scale of twelve semi-tones is the complete 
solar system including the Sun. 

The combination of tones, which is the 
basis of the study of harmony, is akin 
to the movement of the planets in our 
solar system. As they circle around the 
Sun the planets form different aspects to 
one another. Some are harmonious be- 
cause the vibratory rates blend, and 
others are just the reverse. As the in- 
dividual is attuned to the planets, accord- 
ing to his natal chart, he will respond to 
the harmonious or inharmonious aspects. 
The replica of this is found in our sys- 
tem of musical harmony. A certain com- 
bination of tones comprising a chord are 
harmonious in sound—consonant—while 
other combinations are inharmonious— 
dissonant. As the individual’s ear is at- 
tuned to musical sound so he will respond 
to the harmonious or inharmonious musi- 
cal tones. The ear is ruled by Taurus. 


Max Heindel, the Rosicrucian Initiate, 
tells us that each planet has its own 
keynote or individual tone, and states: 
“Pythagoras speaks of the music of the 
spheres. Most people think that a poetical 
expression. It is not; it is a fact. Any- 
where we go we Shall find there is a 
sound distinct from the sounds of other 
places. The rustle of the trees when the 
wind is blowing, the babbling brooks, all 
have peculiar sounds. No two brooks will 
give the same sound. Musicans who have 
a trained ear can hear the difference. If 
we go into a city there is a conglomerate 
noise, but all that noise blends into the 
tone of the city. The composite of all the 
sounds all over the world, the rustle of 
the winds in the trees, and all the noises 


are heard in space as a certain single 
tone—the tone of the earth.” It is the 
interchanging of tones among the dif- 
ferent planets that creates the Music of 
the Spheres, 

Signs and Musical Composition 

It is interesting to take different musi- 
cal compositions and analyze the influ- 
ence of the zodiacal signs in their type of 
expression. 

Hearing The Ride of the Walkure 
from The Ring of the Nibelungen by 
Wagner, one would think of the Martian 
ray of Aries. Also, the marches of Sousa 
express this ray, for their distinctive 
rhythm infuses the listener with Magtian 
spirit. 

The Song of India from Sadko by 
Rimsky-Korsokoff expressing the mate- 
rial wealth and grandeur of India shows 
a Taurian influence. 

The Scherzo from Mendelssohn's Mid- 
summer Night's Dream has the scintillat- 
ing agility and sprightliness qf Gemini’s 
expression of Mercury. 

Of course, Home, Sweet Home would 
indicate the influence of Cancer, ag would 
Foster’s Old Folks at Home. 

The expression of love in Liszt's Lie- 
berstraum, Schubert’s Serenade, Cad- 
man’s At Dawning, show the influence of 
romantic Leo. 

The Evening Star from Tannhauser 
by Wagner, and On Wings of Song by 
Mendelssohn, are the sweet radiation of 
Venus in Libra. 

The Erlking by Schubert is Scorpion 
in its expression of the approach of 
death. 

The Pilgrim’s Chorus from Tann- 
hauser by Wagner is a religious exalta- 
tion of the high phase of Sagittarius. 

The foregoing are only a few, and are 
such that express one sign dominantly. 
Of course, symphonic, operatic and 
choral works are combinations of zodiacal 
expression, having many varied com- 
ponent parts. 

The influence of music on the human 
mind is tremendous, both constructively 
and destructively, depending on whether 
the expression of the composition is con- 
sonant or dissonant. 

Down through the ages we have ab- 
sorbed the cultural arts through different 
periods of evolution. First, Sculpture, 
ruled by Saturn; then Painting ruled by 
Libra; then Literature ruled by Mercury. 
Music, the highest of the Arts, is less 
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developed in its higher sense at present 
than the other Arts. It is ruled by Nep- 
tune basically, although the other planets, 
as mentioned, have their share in a musi- 
cal composition. As aforementioned, we 
do not at this stage of evolution vibrate 
fully to the highest influence of Neptune. 
When we have, through evolution, raised 
our vibratory rate so that we can absorb 
the highest vibrations of Neptune fully, 
we will have an influx into manifestation 
of egos advanced enough to give us this 
very great Neptunian musical radiation.

bladder trouble. He is liable to blood 
poisoning, and should take care to disin- 
fect any wound immediately.

year before Adams had even thought of 
making these investigations, he wrote in 
one of the little private memoranda which 
he was given to making: “Look without 
envy on the success of others, and with- 
out pride on my own.” In the controversy 
which followed years later his behavior 
conformed well to this resolve. He be- 
grudged Le Verrier none of the praise 
which came to him and later the two 
became firm friends. When Le Verrier 
visited Cambridge some years later it 
was largely at the instigation of Adams 
that he was honored by the University. 

Similarly, when the truth about Adams’ 
work had become fully known and Queen 
Victoria, on a visit to Cambridge in 1847, 
wished to confer a knighthood on Adams, 
he characteristically declined the honor 

. “conferred,” as he put it, “on a 
similar occasion upon Newton.” 

It will not need me to point out tg the 
student of astrology how well Adams 
exemplified in these modest, gentle, self- 
effacing virtues the very highest and 
purest side of the Neptune-Pisces in- 
fluence, just as surely as the Neptunian 
mid-heaven which we have suggested for 
his chart involved him for a time in very 
peculiar circumstances and caused him to 
be misrepresented in the eyes of the 
world. Just as surely, too, the muddle, 
neglect and even deception which char- 
acterizes the whole of this story bears 
all too clearly the impress of the more 
tricky aspect of this planet’s action. 

Nevertheless this story is by no means 
complete; there are yet more strange 
facts to be told, and in part two of this 
article I shall speak of these and discuss 
more fully the horoscopes of Adams and 
of Le Verrier.

Tue practical, down to earth, material 
No. 4, which forms the basis of General

feels and knows instinctively ‘how to 
handle emergencies and promote changes, 
but he has acquired a knowledge and 
experience of how to follow out a revolu- 
tionary program by availing himself of 
existing material organization, for the 
benefit of the objectives themselves. 

Thinking of opportunism, which is 
quite related to No. 5 and the planet 
Uranus, it is of interest that Governor 
Stevenson is facing a term of Office at 
the close of the most Uranian, revolu- 
tionary portion of his life, viz, 1951 to 
1954.

STARS IN SCORPIO 


Tue important stars whose longitudes 
are in the sign of Scorpio are three stars 
which lie so far south that we do not see 
them at any time from our familiar 
northern geographic places. Then there 
are the stars Alpha and Beta of the con- 
stellation Libra, but first, before we say 
something about these stars, suppose we 
introduce a star from one of the northern 
constellations. 5 
Alphecca 

In the late summer or early autumn, 
round about our latitude of 40° North, 
if you look toward the zenith, you will 
notice a brightly shining white star with 
no bright companions anywhere near. In 
fact, it would be hard for you not to find 
it from this brief description. This is 
Alphecca, or Alpha, of the constellation 
Corona Borealis, the Northern Crown. 

Right here is just about my last op- 
portunity to point out that here in this 
brilliant white star Alphecca, we have one 
more of the stars of the Big Dipper or 
Ursa Major group. These are now: 

a: Cursa, near Rigel in the sign Gemini 

b: Sirius, in Cancer 

c: Zosma, in Leo 

d: The inner 5 of the Big Dipper, in 

Leo and Virgo 
e: and now Alphecca, in the sign 
Scorpio 

Our sun with its solar system lies 
within this star group, but is not a mem- 
ber of it—or at least not yet. Significant 
is the fact that we are still coming nearer 
to this star group, but are receding from 
but a very few of them. One of those 
we are receding from is Alphecca. 

According to various astrologers, Al- 
phecca is of the nature of Venus and 
Mercury. Whenever its influence is po- 
tent, say they, honors and dignities in- 


variably follow. There is poetical. and 
artistic ability, but there is one fly in the 
ointment* for “happiness ever after” 
usually does not follow in love affairs 
with its aura. 

You remember the story of the Greek 
hero, Theseus, who set out to slay the 
Minotaut, the man-bull, in the Cretan 
labyrinth. He found his way through the 
mazes of the labyrinth by the thread 
which the gentle Ariadne strewed for his 
guidance. Afterwards, he married Ari- 
adne, but later deserted her for another. 
In recompense, the gods gave her a crown 
and when she died, they transported the 
crown to the stellar regions—this North- 
ern Crown we are speaking of. 

All peoples are referred to the circlet 
of stars of Corona Borealis either as a 
crown or as something round, as a dish, 
the eye, or a wreath. Alphecca’s name is 
derived from the last two words of its 
Arabic title: Al Nair al Fakkah, or the 
Bright One of the Dish. 

It lies far north of the zodiacal belt, 
in north latitude 44°. Its longitude is 
now about 11° Scorpio 37’; declination 
27° North. 

North Scale 

We come now to the two principal stars 
of the constellation Libra, the Balance. 
They are Alpha or South Scale and Beta 
or North Scale. We will deal with the 
latter first, but first I must admit that 
both stars are not conspicuous, neither is 
the whole constellation of Libra a re- 
markable one. To locate these stars, one 
would ordinarily have to wait until the 
moon or some planet is in the sign Scor- 
pio and then try and locate these two 
stars of the Scales nearby. 

It is too bad that Libra as a constella- 
tion is so poorly marked because not 
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long ago this was not so. Beta of Libra, 
or the North Scale, is an emerald tinted 
star so green one could fancy it a ball 
of burning copper. Two and a half cen- 
turies before Christ, the Greek astrone- 
mer Eratosthenes described the North 
Scale as a bright star easily of the’ first 
magnitude, because he rated it brighter 
than Antares. Then it began to fade. 
Ptolemy, 350 years later, described the 
North Scale and Antares as equally bril- 
liant. Nowadays, only Antares shines 
brightly, but we can\imagine what it was 
like in the days of Eratosthenes because 
deep green stars are nowadays unknown 
to the naked eye. When you see the star- 
board (green) running light of an air- 
plane about 2000 feet up, imagine* it as 
the North Scale of the 3rd century B.C. 
It must have been unique! 

With such a beautiful object to behold 
in the sky, the astrologers of yore could 
say nothing but praise about it. If rising, 
culminating or strongly aspected, it 
brought honor, preferment and good for- 
tune. As one of the pans of the Balance, 
it was symbolically called the “Full 
Price:” that which makes perfect. 

It lies just outside the zodiacal belt by 
half a degree, but this is so close we may 
still think of it as a zodiacal star. 

Its spectrum is like Sirius and the 
start is approaching the solar system, On 
July 1, 1952 its apparent longitude was 
18° Scorpio 42’ 54”, latitude North 8° 
30’ 8” or in right ascension 228° 37’ 5”, 
declination South 9° 12’ 41”. 

South Scale 

In contra-distinction to the once-beau- 
tiful North Scale, there’s the other pan 
of the Balance: the South Scale, which 
is called symbolically the “Insufficient 
Price:” or the burden which has yet to 
be balanced. 

The constellation and the sign of Libra 
embodies one of the oldest mythos known 
to humanity. Up to a rather late date, 
astronomers incorporated the sign Libra 
with Scorpio. These two stars of the Bal- 
ance once marked the two claws of the 
Scorpion; their titles in Arabic still de- 
scribe them as the Northern and South- 
ern Claws. Then the Claws became a 
separate constellation and we find in 
Babylonian zodiacs that the Claws grasp 
or enclose an object, usually an altar. 
Later the Claws became the Balance: 
Libra. 

This constellation, lying between Virgo 


and Scorpio, harks back to the time of 
the so-called Fall of Man—the allegory 
of Eve and the serpent as it is recorded 
in Scripture. Eve before the fall is 
Virgo ; the’ serpent is obviously Scorpio. 

There has been much speculation as to 
the meaning of the Fall. For instance, 
Hargravé Jennings in his work on the 
Rosicrucians writes that Virgo and Scor- 
pio were once one sign and there was no 
Libra, but he was guessing. The evolu- 
tion of many may be illustrated astro- 
logically by the development of the 12 
signed zodiac from one of six signs. The 
six signs are the feminine or negative 
signs and these constitute the Kali- Yuga 
or “dark way” of the Hindus and are 
the pattern whereby the group spirits of 
the animals guide and control their 
charges. Human evolution consists in the 
development to full emergence of the 
masculine or positive signs. It began with 
the splitting of Leo from Virgo (and of 
Aquarius from Pisces) when the indi- 
vidualization of us humans took place, 
forming an 8 signed zodiac of which a 
system of divination (father, mother, 3 
sons, 3 daughters) still survives in the 
Chinese class, J Ching. Much later, at the 
Fall of Man, came the splitting of Libra 
from Scorpio (and Aries from Taurus), 
forming a 10 signed zodiac which en- 
dured during the long reign of so-called 
divine Kings. After millions of years 
came the splitting off of the last two 
masculine signs, which fact inaugurated 
the present world period with human 
rulers. 

Even so, the further evolution of hu- 
manity—this time to the superhuman— 
necessitates a return to a 10 signed zodiac, 
after which, by a process of doubling, a 
20 signed zodiac emerges. The zodiac of 
20 signs is an ancient speculation about 
this matter. The Tarot trump cards (20 
around a central 21st, or a zero) embody 
much material about this superhuman 
evolution, but the point is, that as the 
ancient Fall of Man turned on the split- 
ting off of Libra, so the future Christed 
Humanity turns on the incorporation of 
Libra, this time with Virgo, as I wrote 
last month. The glyph for Libra popu- 
larly represents a balance with a central 
support, but it even more plainly repre- 
sents a female figure, pregnant, prone as 
in a bed. In this case, Libra represents 
what Virgo conceals, ,in. other words, 
Christ born of a Virgin. 
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Libra represents also the enmity be- 
tween the serpent and the children of 
Eve, and so we have this star, the South 
Scale, opposed to the North Scale. The 
old astrologers said it was a compound 
of Saturn and Mars, in other words, all 
sorts of bad things such as malevolence, 
obstruction, an unforgiving character and 
other things mentioned by Robson: vio- 
lence, disease, lying, crime, disgrace and 
danger of poison. So, one is supposed to 
avoid the North Scale and cultivate the 
South Scale, but how is not plain be- 
cause they are only a little over four 
degrees apart; moreover, the evil star is 
on the ecliptic and how! It is the closest 
of all the important zodiacal stars to the 
ecliptic, closer even than Regulus, for its 
latitude this past July Ist (1952) was 
only 0° North 18’ 12”. It just escapes 
eclipse by the sun every 4th or 5th of 
November,’ annually; because anything 
less than 0° 16’ 10” latitude is eclipsed. 
So we have the evil star very much in 
our hair. 

Astronomically, the South Scale is an 
unoffending combination of two stars 
widely double and respectively pale yel- 
low and light grey in color. The yellow 
one, which we call Alpha 2 is separated 
from Alpha 1 by 3’ 50” and its position 
on July 1, 1952 was in 14° Scorpio 25’ 
35”; right ascension 222° 4’ 2”, declina- 
tion South 15° 50’ 55”. 

Bungula and Agena 

I mention these two stars so as to say 
a word or two about the big stars in the 
sign Scorpio which we never see up here 
because they are always below the hor- 
izon, One of them is Acrux, the bright 
star in the beautiful Southern Cross. It 
is now in the 11th degree of Scaspio but 
with declination 63° South it cannot pos- 
sibly be seen in geographic latitude north 
more than 27°, 

Another and most important of all is 
Bungula, or Alpha of the Centaur, the 
big and brightly shining star which is the 
nearest of all stars to our sun. It is only 
4 light years away. It is really a triple 
star: two large stars about 22” apart and 
a small one which rejoices in the special 
name of Proxima, meaning “nearest.” 

What interests astronomers most is the 
peculiarity which our sun possesses for 
being a hermit in space. Between him 
(and us) and “Bungula” there are abso- 
lutely no stars, but once you pass beyond 
4 light years away, space starts to crowd 





up with stars, so there is a couple of 
dozen of stars which we see between 4 
light years and Sirius who is about 8 
light years distant. Why this is, no one 
kaows. Sirius tries to throw a ball now 
and then in the direction of our sun. 
Once in an ice age or so, one of these 
runs amok near the earth and we have 
a Leviathan mentioned in the book of 
Job, but mostly, as in the great comet 
of the year 1729, they come no closer 
than Jupiter and are returned into deep 
space again. 

This, our sun’s nearest neighbor, is 
over twice the size of our sun. 

Agena, or Beta of the Centaur, is also 
of the first magnitude. It is now in 23° ° 
Scorpio 10’. Bungula is in 28° Scorpio 
55’, but neither can be seen north of 29°, 
north latitude. The latter could easily be 
seen about 50 centuries ago in Egypt 
where, according to Lockyer, a number 
of temples were orientated to it as it 
first emerged from the sun’s rays in the 
morning at the autumnal equinox. Being 
so near Bungula moves fast. In another 
12,000 years it will be a part of the 
Southern Cross. ‘ 

All of these big southern stars are well 
spoken of by astrologers. Of the nature 
of Jupiter, or of Jupiter and Venus, they 
portended all manner of good things. 

POSTSCRIPT 

It may be recalled by some that there 
was a strangely virulent epidemic of “the 
flu” in 1917-18: a by-product of the 
Saturn-Neptune conjunction of that time. 
Another by-product was the start of gas 
warfare. The virulence in both instances 
was owing to the evil Saturn of that con- 
junction. ‘ 

Now there is talk of germ warfare, 
where entire communities would be wiped 
out. by virulent scourges brpught about 
by powerful microorganisms released 
nearby. It is doubtful if anything of this 
sort will happen in the. near future be- 
cause Saturn this time is excellently 
placed. Neither does Neptune afflict. 

An interesting derivative of the con- 
junction of 35 years ago has been the 
boost given to the negro in social and 
industrial life, which began with our 
entry into World War I in 1917. The 
negro has come a long way since then, 
his pathway eased by the excellent Nep- 
tune of the former conjunction. How- 
ever, many of his goals fell short of 
(Continued on page 62)

| AM writing this August 30th, for 
the November number of American As- 
trology, hitting the newsstands some ten 
days ahead of the 1952 presidential elec- 
tion. Contemplating the aspects effective 
November 4th, and the aspects operating 
in the charts of the two leading candi- 
dates—the Democrat Stevenson and the 
Republican Eisenhower — it would take 
the judgment of a Daniel to risk a defi- 
nitive interpretation, with Neptune and 
Uranus prefigured so menacingly on that 
date. Since there is just a possibility that 
you may not read this article until after 
the election is over, however, one is 
tempted thereby to welcome it as an 
excuse to avoid risking an uncertain 
judgment. You will know it already! 

With the summer’s dog days dragging, 
with vacations, and fall, and school, just 
around the corner as I write, the coming 
aspects are fast making themselves felt 
in the campaign oratory that is beginning 
to be piped to the press with studied pres- 
sure, and evidences of the bitterness and 
recrimmations to come are already build- 
ing up. So whatever the political ap- 
proach to your American citizenship, 
whatever your satisfactions . . . or your 
disappointments . . . we're all in this to- 
gether—whatever our politics—and these 
indeed are times to try men’s souls. 
Daniel Webster said it: 

“Let our object be our country, our 
whole country, and nothing but our coun- 
try.” 

, The United States 

The lunation, for the period between 
October 18th and November 17th has 
most of the planets in the Western half of

the diagram, indicating that the attention 
of the Nation, for that period, will be di- 
rected — surprisingly, since we will be 
concerned with our own important presi- 
dential contest—to startling international 
situations even more than to our own in- 
ternal political “Olympics.” The lunation 
occurs in the 6th house, in conjunction 
with Saturn and Neptune—on the “hid- 
den side” of the 7th house cusp. Obser- 
vation and research have lead to the 
judgment that the hidden side of a house, 
read from aspects to planets in the pre- 
ceding house, reveals the as-yet undis- 
closed aspects coming up for the affairs 
of that house. Since the lunation, with 
Neptune and Saturn, is in Libra, we can 
expect to find foreign affairs and peace 
pacts—or any pacts or treaties between 
ourselves and other countries—of front 
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page concern. The lunation (Sun-Moon), 
Saturn and Neptune square the planet 
Uranus: we may also find that many 
existing agreements or treaties will be 
suddenly abrogated —a very dangerous 
month for diplomatic blundering. Any 
ineptness could precipitate costly situa- 
tions and threaten dire results to our in- 
ternational affairs. The lunation and 
Neptune are both close to the fixed star 
Spica, and Spica’s influence is not war- 
like, therefore that vibration, by itself, 
could restrain any open declaration of 
war. 

With Saturn and Neptune with the 
lunation in the 6th house, the Navy could 
prepare for hostilities that might arise in 
the Near East — especially along the 
northern part of Africa and in the China 
Sea. Peace is endangered in our relations 
with Russia because of her position as 
the power behind the Chinese Commun- 
ists. Some authorities hold that China is 
ruled by Libra. Our observations lead us 
to believe, however, that China is ruled 
by Cancer. Regardless of which sign rules, 
Libra and Cancer planets are squaring 
each other during this lunation, and a 
new flareup in some one of the Chinese 
provinces may occur that could bring 
Chiang Kai-shek back into Chinese af- 
fairs and put his well-trained Formosa 
troops actively into the picture. 

In the chart for the autumnal equinox 
of September 22nd, Mars was in the 7th 
house, but unafflicted by any major 
planet. This position did not augur actual 
war, but a very tense period. The coun- 
tries ruled by Mars, which was in Sagit- 
tarius on September 22nd, are Spain, 
Japan (Japan, because the Japanese Em- 
peror has strong Sagittarian planets), 
Arabia, Hungary, Dalmatia, and Aus- 
tralia. We can therefore expect, with 
planets in the Mars’ sign stellium in the 
6th, a possible mobilization of United 
Nations’ forces in the Near East. 

With Mercury and Venus in Scorpio, 
opposing Jupiter in the first: we loan 
more money to impecunious nations in an 
attempt to maintain the international 
status quo this month, as well as shipping 
more food and necessities. Since these 
planets are in opposition, it presages the 
liberality of, these loans through_ the 
World Bank, the State Department, and 
Number 10 Downing Street. 





There is never a reason for treason 









This aspect (Mercury-Venus in Scor- 
pio opposing Jupiter in the first) also 
symbolizes another crop of scandals; 
in the armed forces, scandals in govern- 
ment, scandals in international “society.” 
There may be further politically-inspired 
investigations into waste and corruption 
in Washington. An international romance 
may also hit the front pages. 

With the accessories of radio, televi- 
sion, newspapers and other publications 
to send the word around the world, this 
will indeed be an election for the book, 
example of Uranus’s power in the return 
of its 83-year cycle to smash and crack, 
in preparation (we hope) for the better 
society of the future. 

This aspect of Mars in Capricorn in 
the 9th may bring a series of fires, ex- 
plosions, accidents, etc., along our foreign 
trade routes, causing great loss of cargoes 
and ships. It is a pattern, as well, that 
could put in motion religious tensions and 
religiously-inspired outbreaks in coun- 
tries whose foreign affairs are closely al- 
lied to ours. Death may take a prominent 
judicial figure from one of the higher 
courts. 

From the planetary combinations this 
month, we can anticipate a considerable 
reduction in our exports, due to interna- 
tional financial stringency ; also a lack of 
income from unpaid interest and due pay- 
ments on outstanding foreign loans. Both 
the international and domestic fiduciary 
rapport may be badly shaken this month. 
With Pluto in the house of investments, 
squaring Jupiter and Venus, and with 
Jupiter retrograde, we should not be 
surprised to see quite a decline in the 
stock market. Candidates’ pledges of 
good times and financial security — if 
they're elected—may hot be forthcoming, 
I’m sorry to say, no matter which party 
wins. Campaign promises cannot change 
the planetary vibrations. The exact square 
between Saturn and Uranus—which is al- 
ways a barometer of poor business—cor- 
roborates previous star-testimony of a 
drop in the market. : 

Various labor groups will demand sal- 
ary increases, which, if acceded to, will 
lead in turn to higher commodity prices 
and more inflation. With Uranus squar- 
ing Saturn from the cusp of the 4th 
house, the Government will be called up- 
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on to subsidize the farmers who have 
suffered from the results of the drought 
this year. It appears, however, that they 
will not be reimbursed to the extent of 
their expectations. The fate of the Bran- 
nan Plan, and the Saturn-Uranus square, 
have put a safety-pin om Uncle Sam’s 
Pocketbook! Certain food-stuffs will be 
in short supply during the winter months. 
Tobacco leaf may bring higher prices as 
a result of the drought, and the tobacco 
companies should seek increased prices 
for their finished products. Neptune con- 
joined Saturn square Uranus. This same 
aspect also indicates that the Government, 
alarmed by the mounting use of narcotics 
— especially among the very young — 
should attempt to crack down on that 
horrible traffic and make some important 
arrests. Smuggling, too, should now be 
watched more carefully. 

Serious discontent, which could lead to 
more strikes, will spread among workers 
in branches of industry that have not re- 
ceived increases to date. Railroad brother- 
hoods, telephone and communications op- 
erators could agitate again under the 
lunation’s aspects, although some of these 
groups have only recently received up- 
ward adjustments. Postal contracts be-, 
tween the Government and carriers (rail- 
roads, busses, planes) could be analyzed 
and renegotiated. 

Newly-elected candidates to state of- 
fices across the nation, attempting to 
make good on some of their campaign 
promises, will set about working towards 
the decentralization of the federal govern- 
ment, in an effort to return to the respec- 
tive states some of the many activities 
that were taken over through the war 
years, including, among other things, 
state water control, tideland oil rights, 
etc. The raising of these issues could 
cause a considerable furor during the 
months of October and November. 

With so many planets in the 6th house, 
the health of the nation becomes a major 
concern. More and more, the scientists 
and agriculturists are endeavoring to re- 
late food supply to population nutrition. 
“Hunger,” says Scientist Josue de Castro 
of Brazil, in his book, Geography of 
Hunger, “is a man-grown disease.” With 
human beings estimated at 2,500,000,000, 
and with 25,000,000 more being born 
each year—figures that stagger the imag- 
ination—it becomes evident why food— 





or the lack of it—leads to conquests and 
war. A news item of the day*reports that 
crop failures have hit some districts in 
India so hard that an estimated 20,000,000 
persons are dying from famine, and asks: 
“How many are 20,000,000 people ?”’ then 
answers itself by saying: “It is as if all 
the people in New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, Los Angeles, Detroit, Baltimore, 
Cleveland and St. Louis were in a similar 
situation !” What would this nation’s state 
of mind be if all the people in these eight 
great cities had no food? 

Nutrition is rapidly becoming one of 
the major scientific preoccupation of re- 
searchers in this country, as the 6th house 
aspects this month indicate. They point 
out that with a better understanding of 
a proper dietary quotient, and with the 
abundant harvest of the great oceans still 
untouched—the fish and marine growth 
so rich in all the vitamins, and the pros- 
pects before too long of manufacturing 
acceptable synthetic foods—the world can 
be well-fed. Then the questions of war 
and peace may solve themselves. A well- 
fed nation is not greedy for the posses- 
sions of others. 

Summing up the aspects in the lunation 
chart for the United States between Oc- 
tober 18th and November 17th, the em- 
phasis appears to be—despite our highly 
controversial election — on international 
affairs and our inability to understand 
the ideologies, the psychologies—the con- 
tinual demands—made upon us by under- 
privileged national groups for help. 
Americans, because of their economic ad- 
vantages, are not temperamentally con- 
ditioned to understand glaring contrasts 
between our standards of living and those 
of so many of the backward nations. But 
our boys who have served in the armed 
forces in some of these countries under- 
stand a little. It behooves the rest of us, 
therefore, in our continual getting to also 
get understanding. Understanding can 
save many an otherwise dangerous situa- 
tion . . . such, perhaps, as we may be 
called upon to face this month. 

I regret to say, with reference to the 
Korean War, our casualties there will 
likely be heavy this month. 

Britain 

The lunation, for the British Isles, falls 
in the 4th house this month, a very ad- 
verse period for land owners and for 
agriculture, withsdiscontent and strikes 
against industry and in the coal mines. 
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A radio commentator (8/30/52) quoting 
bulletins from England has just an- 
nounced the coal miners are already agi- 
tating for higher pay. The situation will 
become critical under the October- 
November aspects. The weather will be 
son! cold and wet, and shipping will be 

ngered by storms along the coast. 
Uranus in the 12th house for London 
indicates a high percentage of crime, and 
uprisings in prisons. There appears to be 
some miscarriage of justice in some im- 
portant or outstanding trial. Some very 
beautiful technicolor productions will be 
ready for release about this time: Venus 
in the 5th. Theatre attegdance will be 
good in spite of serious internal condi- 
tions. Some stage or screen star may be 
involved in a “romance” with someone 
prominent in government — a romance 
touched with a bit of scandal. 

With Mars in the 6th we have further 
evidence of dissatisfaction among the 
laboring classes and disasters at sea, as 
well as loss of trade and commerce. Jupi- 
ter, in the house of legislation, indicates 
that laws may be passed beneficial to the 
people at large, but along with the bene- 
fits will be the inevitable higher taxes— 
the vicious circle. There could be acci- 
dents in coal mines, on railroads, and in 
the air. 

The English people are exporting goods 
out of ratio to their buying capacity, 
thereby creating widespread discontent. 
They would like to purchase some of 
their manufactures for their own use. 
The government is treading uncertain 
ground as far as its foreign affairs are 
concerned. Aspects indicate considerable 
intrigue and underground plotting against 
the present party. In plainer words, the 
Communists are very active behind the 
scenes: Uranus in the 12th. 

Venus is in the 10th house of young 
Queen Elizabeth’s chart. In all proba- 
bility, she will go into retirement until 
after the birth of her third child. 


Germany 


Jupiter is on the midheaven of the 
Berlin lunation chart, revealing the Ger- 
man’s persistent desire to govern them- 
selves again. This national “thought 
form” continues to emerge in the Berlin 
lunation chart month after month. As- 
pects also suggest the popsibility of skir- 
mishes along the America 
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or Soviet borders. Trouble could result 
from an incident involving a “trigger 
happy” soldier. Mars js in the 5th house, 
but on the hidden side of the 6th, indi- 
cating that occupation troops are restless, 
belligerent and reckless. American troops 
and their families enjoy a better standard 
of living than do the British—not adding 
to the harmony. The Germans are not 
allowed to export much of their produce, 
which of course permits them to be better 
fed than many of the neighboring na- 
tions. While munitions are being manu- 
factured in several zones, it is all more 
or less unpublicized, and figures covering 
the extent of the output are a closely- 
guarded secret. With the recent interna- 
tional industrialization of the great Saar 
Valley but the severally-concerned na- 
tions, the vested interest of the old Ger- 
man regime are fast breaking up. 
Iran and the Near East 

This section of the world continues to 
be a hotbed of intrigue. Russian propa- 
ganda is making telling inroads into the 
Near Eastern countries, creating endless 
disturbance among the illiterate popula- 
tions—easy preys of the propagandist. 
It would not be at all surprising if a 
change occurs in the Iranian government 
this month: Uranus in the 10th squaring 
Libra planets in the first augur uprisings 
directed by an underground that is fo- 
mented by forces from the outside. The 
conjunction of Saturn and Neptune in- 
dicates the socialistic trend and the break- 
ing down of old forms of rulership. 
Younger men are coming into power. 
The workers want the government to 
accede to one of the foreign proposals to 
operate the refineries—either British or 
American. They need income. The chart 
continues to show the great privation suf- 
fered by the people, and is proof—if 
proof is needed — that the country is 
broke. Iran could eperience a fate 
similar to that Egypt experienced re- 
cently and find its government, too, had 
changed overnight. Pluto in the 11th is 
confirmation that younger men make an 
attempt to take over the reins. The chart 
continues to show that the country is 
honey-combed with foreign spies. - 

The Libra planets oppose the Aries 
planets in the Anglo-Iranian Oil Com- 
pany’s chart, and Uranus is opposing 
itself in that of the Iranian govern- 
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ment’s, supporting again the conclusion 
that there could be an uprising during 
the fall months. The fact that the Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Company has already built 
another great refinery—built since the 
confiscation of the Iranian plant—and 
has it in operation in the Near East, 
adds greatly to the internal unrest. 


Russia 

It is our judgment, based upon the 
aspects of the current lunation chart for 
Moscow, that a wedge has entered be- 
tween the Russian and Chinese Com- 
munists. The meeting called for early 
fall of “diplomats” of the two nations 
indicates that “something is rotten,” but 
it is mot in Denmark! China has been 
losing far too much manpower to please 
Mao, who is not forgetting that Russia 
has not put a man in the front lines in 
Korea, although she has dictated the 
policy of the Korean war for the Chinese 
Communists from the beginning. Mao is 
also a man greedy for power, and will not 
be content to play second fiddle to Stalin 
too long. This month’s new moon falls on 
his Saturn, which b believe—if the birth 
data I have for him is correct—is on the 
cusp of his 10th, and this shows his de- 
sire for power and influence. Stalin and, 
Mao will some day fall out. A real truce 
could be declared in the Korean war this 
fall JF Stalin and Mao do not see eye 
to eye after the conference. 


According to the lunation chart for 
Moscow, with the Libra planets falling 
in their 3rd house, satellite states are con- 
niving to outsmart the Politburo by 
means of any loopholes they can find in 
treaties or promises now existing between 
them and’ Russia. This includes China, in- 
dicated by the square between Libra 
planets and Uranus, from Russia’s legis- 
lative house. Pluto is in the 12th, augur- 
ing that younger men are conniving 
against*the status quo. They may call the 
results of the big “pow-wow” another 
five-year plan, but its objectives could be, 
rather, a world plan. The Russians are 
nothing if not ambitious. With Moon op- 
posite nis in Scorpio, we have further 
confirmation of the intrigues. The meet- 
ing occurs in the orb of the full Moon, 
which disturbs Mao’s chart, and although 
he has nothing to do with Russian in- 
ternal affairs, he will be affected by them. 
There will be even more liquidations fol- 
lowing the October meetings: Mars in 





the 5th, opposing Uranus from the house 
of government. 

That mass consciousness of the Rus- 
sian people is very much disturbed is 
shown in the lunation chart. They are 
called upon to make even more sacrifices ; 
their “liberties” are further curtailed ; 
freedom to move from one village to 
another will be denied them, and the 
transmission of “news” of any kind pun- 
ishable by death: aspects to planets in 
the 3rd, the house of communication. 
Russia, herself, is a greater victim of her- 
self than any of her satellites. 

Any changes occurring in the Russian 
government, or in the relations between 
the Russians and the Chinese, is of mo- 
mentous importance to the peace of the 
world and to the United Nations. 

China 

The lunation chart for China indicates 
that she is in the throes of an internal 
revolution this month. Extremely cold 
weather will hinder its.progress, however, 
but the death toll from cold and hunger 
will be beyond the comprehension of 
western minds. Regardless of China’s 
staggering population figures, the propor- 
tionate loss of life will be overwhelming. 
Untold suffering for the people is shown 
with four planets in the 12th, squaring 
Urants in, the judicia] house, and Mars 
in the 3rd, coming to the square of the 
Libra planets. This aspect augurs a 
“palace revolution.” The Chinese Com- 
munists, like the Russians, have their 
intrigues that reach into high places. 
Pluto, on the midheaven, ruling groups 
of younger revolutionists, squares Mer- 
cury in the first. This aspect symbolizes 
the differing ideologies of the group now 
anxious to take over. 

Mao’s birth date is December 26, 1893. 
He has Moon opposing Venus, square 
Uranus and Jupiter, thus forming a fixed 
cross. For the period of the whole fall 
the cosmic fixed cross accentuates his 

natal chart, revealing that his deep-seated, 
relentless, ancient psychologies resist the 
more modern trends that are bearing 
down upon him. The people have long 
grown tired of hunger and cold and war. 
If Mao is not careful,.he may be over- 
thrown by his own party. The lunation 
falls on his Libra Saturn. Uranus now 
squares that point, indicating opposing 
Neptune, and in the ingress chart Mars 
fell on that position, indicating that his 
own army could turn on him, as well. 
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Like Stalin, he is power-mad, and. is 
striving to achieve an equal position with 
him in their collaborations. One must 
give, however, and based on the aspects, 
it is our judgment it will be Mao. His 
own officials according to the interplay 
of aspects, appear to have betrayed him 
at the conferences in Moscow last 
August. He himself could be betrayed by 
a woman... possibly a Russian woman. 

World attention will be fixed on China, 
Soviet Korea, Formosa and Japan this 
month. Russia is attempting to gain a 
foothold in Japan. If she can’ persuade 
the Japanese Communists to antagonize 
the Chinese we could get into an active 
instead of a cold war, as we are now. 
The tensions built up from the August 
eclipses, squaring the Scorpio planets 
through the month of November, are 
very great. This aspect could point to the 
locale of the “powder keg.” The United 
Nations may yet call upon Chiang Kai- 
shek for advice and help. 

Japan 

The Japanese, seemingly, are doing 
pretty well on their own power since 
General MacArthur was recalled. They 
have been legislating towards a more 
liberal, even socialistic form of govern- 
ment: Saturn and Neptune in the luna- 
tion’s 11th house for Tokio. There is 
considerable dissension among the groups 
representing the old, cultural Japan of 
the past regarding their approach to the 
modernism that is taking over, but with 
Uranus on the cusp of the 9th house, 
they will be forced to change their view- 
points or perish. They cannot hold onto 
the past under the present march of the 
planets. Uranus, Uranus, URANUS! 
The national temper seems to be more 
cheerful this month: Venus is in the first 
house. It squares the planet Pluto, but is 
trine Uranus. The Japanese are swinging 
more and more to the left in their mod- 
ernism. 

India 

India appears to be beset with riots and 
strikes against the present regime during 
this lunation. Mars is in the 4th house, 
and that is usually resistance to the group 
in power. Mars in the 4th could also 
augur the loss of crops due to withering 
weather — drought (already mentioned, 
under 6th house affairs for the U. S.). 
The aspect operative in the November 
period could presage a further destruc- 
tion of cereals and grains from fires in 





granaries, etc. Many people will die—as 


usual in India—from starvation, from, 


cold, and from disease. Saturn and Nep- 
tune in the first indicate the sorry plight 
of the little man—illness and privation 
and death. The ruling classes and the rich 
princes suffer no losses, however, but the 
remainder of the population, generally, 
will be hard-pressed for cash. Outside 
development of industry, or assistance 
for the working classes of India is not 
forthcoming from the United Nations 
this month. It appears India is not get- 
ting her proportionate share of the hand- 
outs. Reforms are indicated in her gov- 
ernmental politics: Uranus in the 10th. 


Egypt 


I hope you were able to read the ar- 
ticle that appeared in Life magazine for 
August 25th: Major General Mohamed 
Naguib’s inside story of the coup that 
deposed Farouk on July 26th, as told to 
the American, David Douglas Duncan, 
It afforded an extremely penetrating ap- 
praisal of the organization that is neces- 
sary, and the radio-like accuracy of the 
timing required to bring these daring 
strokes off. It gives a better idea, too, of 
the many people in the turmoils that agi- 
tate the daily pattern of life in these 
churning nations, as well as an oppor- 
tunity to grasp something of the mag- 
nificance of mundane astrology, that it 
can reflect these changes so long in ad- 
vance, I’m sure, if you’ve been a con- 
sistent reader of this column, that you 
know many forthcoming events are seen 
more clearly than written about. It is 
often the better part of wisdom to let 
the scroll unroll of itself than to point 
some events out too plainly 


Getting back to the lunation aspects for 
Cairo this month, and reading events in 
terms of the new regime, we find Pluto 
is in the first house. If Pluto is the 
“planet of adjustment” (squared this 
month by Jupiter in the 10th house of 
government), we believe still more ad- 
justments are in order before there is 
better government in Egypt. Removing 
Farouk was just the beginning. There 
seems to be a young people’s party that 
is going to cause considerable trouble 
before order is restored. This is indicated 
by the presence of Uranus in the 12th 
house, showing a socialistic- or com- 
munistic-inspired animosity against those 
now ruling, 
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Scorpio

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A Scorpio Problem 


Dear Miss Starr: 

In desperation I bring you my 
problem, just as do thousands of 
others, I know. I also know that my 
problem isn't more complex nor my 
situation more dire than others. It 
is only that I have come to the con- 
clusion that | am not big enough, per- 
haps not mature enough in spite of 
my years, to cope with them. 

I was born Dec. 1, 1898, 5:30 
A.M., 94 W., 39 N. Nov. 9, 1935 I 
married a man born Sept. 13, 1900. 
His drinking broke that up in Feb. 
1937. Then on Sept. 3, 1939, I mar- 
ried a man who had been married be- 
fore and had two sons. His birthdate 
was May 7, 1899. In October 1947 
he asked for a divorce. That took 
place in March of 1948. 

My childhood was not a happy one 
because my mother and father did not 
get along. Finally he left us in the 
fall of 1918. Then there were five 
other children and I, being the oldest, 
was expected to stay single and help 
Mother. I was engaged to a man in 
1923 but the family raised such a 
fuss, because the younger sister 
wanted to get married and they felt 
it wouldn’t be fair for me to marry 
when I was needed at home to help 
mama, so I gave up my plans and 
stayed home. 

Then I was working for a lumber 
firm and had an opportunity to come 
west. Here I met and married twice. 
The first marriage was broken by 
his drinking. The second was by 
philandering. This last marriage has 
almost killed me. I had finished rais- 


ing his two sons—wonderful boys. I 
worked like a dog because my hus- 
band wanted to get ahead in his busi- 
ness. We lived on a farm from 1942 
to 1947. I was city raised but I grew 
my own garden, took care of cows, 
pigs and chickens} besides spending 
three and four days a week at the 
shop. There I did the office work, 
painted and filtered patterns, and 
when we started a foundry I made 
cores for the molds. I drove a truck 
to the city weekly for supplies, due 
to the shortage of help. Our home 
was furnished with just the bare 
necessities. I had no washing ma- 
chine until I raised cain and refused 
to wash anymore on a board. I had 
no vacuum cleaner and used a wood 
stove. But I was sure that when we 
got caught up and the business was 
running smoothly he would want nice 
things in his home. 

However, early in ’47 we paid off 
the mortgage and my two sisters were 
coming to see me. I hadn’t seen them 
since ’29 and I thought a few things 
to make the house look nicer were in 
order. But he resolutely set his fvot 
down, saying we could not afferd 
even a new linoleum for the kitchen. 
(The one we had was worn through, 
and in spite of the painting it looked 
awful.) I also from the time we mar- 
ried did all my own painting and 
paper hanging. My husband said we 
just couldn’t afford anything new, 
but the week before the girls arrived 
he came home with a beautiful 80 
point diamond for himself. Now my 
flodr covering would have cost less 
than a hundred dollars but that set 
him back several hundred. He also

bought himself a boat with two 
motors, life preseruers and all the 
trappings, even to a yachting cap. 

Now I had been told he was chas- 
ing around with other women. But 
due to the fact that I wasn’t going 
to be-a suspicious old nag I refused 
to believe it. Then the blow came in 
October of 1947—he wanted a div- 
orce. He said he was through with 
women and wanted no part of mar- 
riage again. I knew he wasn’t being 
truthful and sure enough, as soon as 
the divorce was final he married. The 
woman is at least seven years older 
than he. To cap the climax they went 
to Europe on a honeymoon. , 

For months after I couldn’t sleep 

—went down from 155 to 115 in 
about six weeks. I couldn’t eat— 
food choked me. I couldn’t talk about 
any subject that I wouldn't, out of a 
clear sky, start. crying. It took me 
wo years to get over the worst of 
it and even now I’m finding it hard 
to fight off bitterness. It took some- 
thing out of me that makes me won- 
der if I ever truly believed in God— 
if ever prayers were answered. But 
most of all I wonder if I wasn’t 
brought up wrong, that is to believe 
that Love will triumph, that honesty 
will always pay, and that God takes 
care of his own. At this point I’m 
sure I just don’t belong. 

I am finding also that one can work 
too long for a firm. I was taught that 
it was to one’s advantage to work 
many years in the same place. I did 
for 17 years. 

Now what I want to know is—why 
can’t I realize some measure of hap- 
piness out of this life?

ANSWER: Your daughter, whose Sun 
is in 28 Pisces, has Aries rising, and her 
chart’s ruler, Mars, is posited in Aries 
in her twelfth house. She has, besides the 
Sun, the planets Venus, Mercury and 
Saturn in Pisces. Her Sun and Saturn 
are in her twelfth house, a house asso- 
ciated with secrets and often sorrow, if 
this house and sign are not understood, 
which they seldom are. 

Uranus is rising in your daughter’s 
chart, in the sign Taurus, squared by her 
Moon in Aquarius, which accounts for 
her strange behavior, also the fact that 
she is attracted to older boys. The Moon 
square Uranus likes the “unattainable,” 
the unusual and different. There needs 
must be an age difference. Also, with her 
chart, and the accent so strongly on Pis- 
ces and the twelfth house, it is evident 
your daughter really (unconsciously of 
course) attracts situations to make herself 
suffer, under the law of what is termed 
“karma.” She insists on repeating this 
pattern, and may repeat it yet again, be- 
fore the old debt is paid in full.

time. (The progressed Moon will be in 
her seventh house for over two and one- 
half years.)

Children’s Sun-Sign Analyses 
(Continued from October, 1952 issue) 


The Earth Triplicities 


The Earthy Signs bestow a nature that 
ranges from the wise to the foolish, from 
the actively ambitious, selfish, or unselfish 
to the passive, inert, and unenterprising. 
They generally work hard even if they 
are very passive, inert persons. At best 
they are matter-of-fact people who strive 
to break down limitations and inhibi- 
tions. There is something rather solid 
in the natures belonging to the Earth 
signs that gives one the feeling of 
persons ‘who have their feet on the 
ground. We recognize their state of con- 
sciousness represents action, doing, volli- 
tion, as distinguished from thinking or 
feeling. The motive and urge is towards 
practical application. 

The inner nature, or individuality seeks 
expression through deep seated desires— 
the desire for wealth, food and sensa- 
tions. The special virtues are their good 
common sense and their interest in all 
activities that are practical, especially 
those things that are necessary for every- 
day living. They seek to overcome the 
solid earthy walls that seem to inhibit 
the expression of their soul. However, 
each sign goes about it in a different way. 

The Capricorn Natives are ambi- 
tious. Their basic motive is to attain suc- 
cess by striving to climb higher and 
higher in their attempt to reach the goal. 
We seldom see a Capricornian person 
marry beneath his or her station in life. 
The individuality is extremely noble for 
one of their strongest qualities is self- 
respect. They do not stoop to anything 
that will cheapen or lower their standing 


and lessen their authority. Persistence 
and endurance seem to be their keynotes, 
consequently, we know them to be of a 
very serious disposition with a strong 
sense of duty. 

To the Capricorn parent this sense of 
duty towards his children becomes para- 
mount. Capricornians are good parents 
and love their children dearly—almost too 
much so, for they generally set a goal 
for them to attain and continue to strive 
for them, and with them, while working 
for it. They use the Velvet Glove and 
Iron Hand method of discipline, for they 
are so clever that their child will follow 
their advice without question as he is not 
aware he has no choice in the matter. 
This is all very well unless the child hap- 
pens to have been born in one of the Air 
signs of Gemini, Libra or Aquarius. To 
the Earthy Capricorn parent these chil- 
dren are inconsistent and unreliable. 

They have no patience with a child 
who does not conform to their idea from 
a practical sense. To them their child’s 
life is completely ruined if they do not 
follow certain fundamentally materialistic 
lines they have laid down, that, according 
to their point of view, would lead to that 
mountain top of success. They generally 
give up—or something dies in them for 
they are quite sure there is nothing more 
they can do. 

he Taurus Natives are persistent 
and determined. The desire of these peo- 
ple is to accomplish something well worth 
while during their life time. They have a 
tenacity that knows no equal for they will 
put forth every effort to carry out some 
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major plan and stay with it until they are 
sure that it is completed or it has failed. 
In either case they stop working with it 
and are through. When they give up they 
give up completely, but when they are 
interested they hold on with bull-dogged 
determination. Their inner nature is 


warm and loving; dignified and cau-~ 


tious. There is a spiritual urge and striv- 
ing as well as a materialistic one. They 
appear to rfuire something to believe in 
and use for a backing in case of need, 
such as the belief in Divine providence, 
or money in the bank, no matter how 
little. Their desire nature is filled with 
aspiration and ambition which lends more 
will power and becomes life’s incentive. 

To the Taurus parents the main de- 
sire is to take care of their children. They 
let nothing stand in the way of good food, 
health and comfort for them, if at all 
possible, Strict rules are made concern- 
ing the time for meals, sleep, school, 
church and so forth. ‘There is a certain 
driving force that leaves no stone un- 
turned that is required to fulfill the basic 
needs of the family, especially the chil- 
dren’s. As resources and finances mean 
much to them they set forth a program 
for their children along these lines. They 
believe a child should learn to depend 
upon himself and earn his own way in 
the world. As a Taurean is not possessive 
he doés not hold on to his child, but does 
his duty in every way possible in train- 
ing and guiding, then turns him loose, and 
becomes interested in some other charge. 

This is all well and good, for Taurus 
parents are good parents, but although 
they might be well repaid for their labors 
in raising children of the Fire and Water 
triplicities they find themselves in an un- 
known territory when they try to manage 
a child of the Air signs. They just can't, 
unless it is a Libra child whom they can 
understand for Venus has rule of Libra 
as well as Taurus, but they are apt to 
think they are foolish and impractical if 
they are interested in the arts for a 
livelihood. The long years of study to be 
an accomplished artist, and the skimping 
to make ends meet, or the absolute de- 
pendence upon another during these 
years, is to a Taurean a lot of good 
wasted time. He would not agree with 
his Libra child in these things, much less 
help him. 
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The children born in the restless sign 

of Gemini and the erratic sign of Aqua- 
rius are a complete enigma to the Fixed- 
earthy sign of Taurus. They are not able 
to lay out a good schedule for them to 
follow, as they cannot hold their interest. 
These, children just do not understand 
things of a material nature which is so 
obvious to the parent. 
. The only solution for this parent is to 
release his own ideas and try to imagine 
just what his Airy child has in mind. 
After he sees his child’s point, and lets 
the child know he understands, he can 
turn to the question of the prospect of 
material resources and future possibili- 
ties. The whole purpose here is to keep 
his child’s confidence and work along 
with him until his success or failure is 
proven. He must remember his child has 
a mind that flows freely out into open 
space, into all corners and crevices, for 
it is an imagination that knows no 
bounds; while his mind, seeks only those 
places where safety and security is to be 
found. His child is not seeking safety nor 
security, for he wants new ideas and en- 
lightenment on some mental problem. 


The Virgo natives are methodical 
and discriminatory. There is a lack of 
enthusiasm and buoyancy in their natures, 
hence they seek a more thorough under- 
standing of things from a practical point 
of view, As they have a good deal of 
adaptability, there are many sides to their 
natures and one is often taken aback 
when he finds he must explain a small 
detail which does not apply to the main 
issue in question. In other words, the 
Virgo nature is to give attention to the 
smaller details and lose sight of the prin- 
cipal line of thought. 


The Virgo parent is a very good par- 
ent who is kind and gentle. The needs of 
his child will be granted if at all possible. 
These parents can be very busy giving 
much time to earthly activities and still 
give time to spiritual matters in church 
affairs. They expect their children to do 
likewise. There is not much that escapes 
their attention nor many stones left un- 
turned in their daily round of duties 
whether in the home or in social affairs. 
They generally belong to the Parents’ and 
Teachers’ Associations and Girl or Boy 
Scouts and affairs for parents. They are 
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so busy one often wonders if they are 
devoted to their children, or demonstrate 
their affection in any way. It is seldom 
they do, for they are not emotional, so 
that they evidently feel if they do much 
for their children they are showing them 
that they care a great deal for them. 


As these Virgo parents can be tactful 
and are likely to keep their discoveries 
to themselves, they are not at all con- 
cerned if their children do likewise, con- 
sequently it is seldom there is a heart to 
heart talk between them. They expect 
their children to go to school, study and 
go to church. They ought to know how 
to handle their money and manage their 
affairs. They explain these things to them 
and trust them to carry out their sugges- 
tions. If they do not, then they hope they 
will learn sometime, for they have no 
other method except by analyzing, criti- 
cising and action—that is, a punishment 
of some sort. 


They never seem to get to the root of 
the matter, nor win the confidence of 
their child through love and encourage- 
ment. Perhaps they would ‘get somewhere 
if they did, but it is so outside of their 
nature to feel love, just as it is difficult 
for them to feel spirituality. They know 
the meaning of love, and the meaning of 
spirit, but their analytical minds prevent 
them from being firmly convinced of 
their emotions in these things. 


The Virgo parent can understand and 
have little trouble with children born in 
the Fire and Water signs, but is com- 
pletely out of tune with children born in 
the Air signs with the exception of Gem-. 
ini. Mercury has rule of Gemini and also 
Virgo. This fact gives them some con- 
necting link in certain interests, but the 
restlessness of the Gemini child seems 
to be a waste of time to the Virgo parent. 
The parent makes use of his knowledge 
in serving others, whereas the Gemini 
child is continually looking about for 
more information, and spending time in 
reflection. For solid practical work this 
type has little of it. 


Air Triplicities 


People born in the Air signs of Libra, 
Aquarius and Gemini are active mentally. 
They like to exchange ideas with others. 
They delve into the pros and cons of 





every subject that interests them from 
commerce, politics, literature, arts arid 
sciences to creative projects and inven- 
tions. Their motives give one the im- 
pression that they are workers in the 
field of unity, that is, to bring two op- 
posite factions together in one basic pat- 
tern. The Libra people seek partnership, 
or to devote their lives to the fine arts 
and creative work. The Aqugrius natives 
reach out into the ether for new ideas to 
use in a device, or situation, that will be 
valuable to humanity; and the Gemini 
people seek to study and live two separate 
lives in one existence. 


It should be observed that none of 
these signs give attention to materialistic 
things. In fact, it is quite plain to see 
there is nothing in their inner nature that 
understands these matters. Is it no won- 
der then that the people born in the 
Earthy signs are quite foreign to them? 
What could be further apart than the 
Earth and the Air? It is true the Air gets 
mixed up with a little dust now and then, 
but that quickly blows away. Human na- 
ture is something like this for when a 
person born in the air signs comes in con- 
tact with matters pertaining to the rudi- 
ments of business they are lost for they 
cannot get the fundamental reason for 
the struggle of business, financial wor- 
ries, or problems over health. According 
to them, the materialistic things play a 
small part in the real object and purpose 
of living, as their incentive does not lie 
in this direction. Hence trouble arises 
if either parent or child is born in the 
Air and the other in Earth signs. 


In a great number of cases it is found 
that parents of the Earth signs have a 
better chance to make something of a 
family life on a friendly basis with their 
children born in the Air signs than the 
other way around. Parents born in the 
Air signs just do not know how to handle 
their Taurus, Virgo or Capricorn chil- 
dren.

Ouer the Fence 


In this department Mr. Hook answers personal questions about your gardening 
problems.

Here is a letter from a reader who wishes 
to remain anonymous. 

Dear Mr. Hook: 

I am a reader of your fine articles on Lunar 
Planting and growing vegetables by the Moon’s 
Phases. No doubt you do know about cooking 
vegetables which have been grown by Moon 
Planting, but perhaps many of your readers do 
not. 

Vegetables that produce their yield above 
the ground should be cooked in an open pan 
(without lid). This insures vegetables a much 
better color. When cooking a cauliflower, cook 
it head down in the water and you will notice 
the difference. 

Now comes the root vegetables. These 
Should be cooked with the lid on the pan.

Above ground producing plants cook with 
less heat, as they are the more tender veg- 
Ctables. 


Almost all root crops are more fibrous and 
need a higher temperature in which to cook, 
so we use the lid. Cook vegetables till tender 
but do not over cook them. 

Don’t forget to get those spring -looming 
bulbs in this month as “well as the divisions of 
perennial flowers, as it will soon be too cola in 
many of the Northern States. 

The greenhouse worker may continue to plant 
by our guide. Check those flower bulbs and see 
that disease or frost doesn't get to them in the 
storage place you have provided for them. 

Trees can be transplanted at this time of the 
year. Trimming and cutting back should be 
done in the fall. 

Protect your rose bushes with windings or 
other material from the winter cold and snow. 

Tender perennial plants should have a cover- 
ing of straw or other material to protect the 
roots from hard frosts.
